VOTES ON THE COMMISSION BILL 
TO BE TAKEN TO-DAY. 
MESSRS, RANDALL AND KELLEY CLOSE THE 

DEBATE IN FAVOR OF THE BILL—THE 

LATTER CRITICISES THE SPERCHES OF 

MESSRS. HEWITT AND DUNNELL—SHARP 
_ BUT GOOD-NATURED REPARTEKS, 
* Wasuinatoy, May 5.—General debate 
tpon the bill to create a tariff commission has 
come to an ond, and the House will vote to- 
morrow upon the bill and the amendments 
which will be offered, Speeches were made to- 
day by Messrs. Randall, Whittherne, Curtin, 
Tucker, and Kelley. Mr. Randall did not oc- 
rupy the whole of the hour to which, as a 
member of the Ways and Means Committee, 
he was entitled. His remarks, as those of 
the ex-Speaker of the House and a prom- 
inent Democrat in favor of the bill, 
attracted attention. He declared that the 
Government ought not to collect by taxation 
of any kind more money than is needed for the 
Government’s expenses. The effect of the ex- 
istence of an enormous surplus in the Treasury 
was seen in the presentation of innumerable 
schemes in Congress whose execution demand- 


ed large sums. To continue the collection of 
Bnperiiuous taxes would be to invitea return of 
the disgraceful extravagance which prevailed 
prior to 1874. He favored the speedy and tetal 
abolition of our system of internal taxation, 
and would assist in the work of equalizing the 
duties on imports, The tariff needed revision, 
‘but the work should be done with great care. 
To establish and maintain a tariff with the 
avowed object of protection would be obnox- 
ious class legislation, and there was no consti- 
tutional warrant for such acourse, The es- 
tablishment of a commission would save 
time, and at this late day no _ ac- 
tion could be taken except by means 
of a commission. He hoped that if the bill 
should pass the House would authorize the 
Ways and Means Committee to meet next Oc- 
tober and prepare a bill based upon the report 
of the commission. In conclusion, he advo- 
cated a commission containing Senators and 
Representatives, as well as citizens, so that 
some one in Congress might be responsible for 
its work. 

Mr. Whitthorne opposed the bill in a short 
Bpeech, declaring that it was an attempt to 

erpetuate the existing tariff and conceal its 
niquities from the people. Mr. Curtin advo- 
cated the bill, and Mr. Tucker, of the commit- 
tee, made a vigorous speech againstit. He as- 
serted that it was extortion and tyranny to 
take, by a tax from the people, money 
which was not needed, and that 
taxation for the benefit of a privileged class 
was a violation of humanrights. Taxation 
for revenue only was the law of liberty, and 
the fairest tax was a tax onincomes. If with 
taxation for revenue only there should come 
protection for some, he would not complain. 
The bill was an affidavit for the continuance 
of a bad cause, on which its advocates did 
mot dare to go to the people. When it 
was first presented to the committee they were 
ready to submit to the House a bill upon which 
the whcle subject would have been discussed, 
and if that bad been done the tariff would 
bave been revised by this time. The House 
ought to do the work and not yield its pre- 
rogative to the President and the Senate. 

The last speaker was Judge Kelley, Chair- 
man of the Ways and Means Comittee. 
Many members were in their seats and all 
were in good humor. The speech was fre- 
quently enlivened by sharp but good-natured 
repartee. If the bill were an affidavit for the 
continuance of a bad cause, said Mr. Kellev at 
the outset, the affiant was a Democrat— 
Benator Eaton. The Democrats had been 
In power for six years, professing a desire to 
reform the tariff, but they had been incompe- 
tent. He was in favor of the bill, for Congress 
rould not deal wisely with the question. If 
controversy about protection and free trade 
should continue in Congress, the tariff would 
not be wisely reformed in many vears, No 
bill touching the tariff could get out of 
the Committee of the Whole until it 
had been loaded down with every proposition 
that ingenuity could suggest. The tariff needed 
amendment, but it did not need to be over- 
thrown or reconstructed. He then defended 
the present tariff, saying that he had no apol- 
ogy to make for having maintained and per- 
fected it. It had accomplished its purpose 
—to develop the vast resources of the country 
by adiversity of employment. It had made 
it possible for Iaborers of both sexes to work 
for fair wages, so that now the United States 
invited them all over the world to escape the 
fangs of England, the vampire. He supported 
the bill because the discussion of it hed dete 
onstrated that Congress was unfit to handle 
the subject. 

Mr. Kelley had not prepared his speech, and 
he turned quickly from one subject to 
another. For 20 years, he said, the Cobden 
Club, which included the members of the 
Queen’s Government, had been lying, lying, 
lying about our tariff, and able writers had 
accepted service in its cause here. He also 
paid his respects to the mad_ philosophers 
called professors, and quoted Henry C. 
Carey for their discomfiture. At last 
he seemed to have determined to divide 
his attention between England and the 
Bpeeches made by Mr. Dunnell and 
Mr. Hewitt, speaking of the latter as a possible 
candidate for the Presidency. He reviewed 
the resolutions advocated by Mr. Hewitt in 
favor of placing raw materials and waste 
products in the free list and relieving from 
tax chemicals not made ia this country 
nd alcohol used in manufacturing. [If 
‘Mr. Hewitt could have free scrap-iron he 
declared he would _ be - satisfied, for 
he could then drive the Western iron men out 
his business. Instead of reducing the duty on 
low-priced woolen goods, it ought to be doubled, 
s0 as to keep out the shoddy of Lancashire, 
made of rags gathered in all the filthy dens of 
urope. A great English carpet-maker had 
confessed to a Georgia man in the same busi- 
ness that his best carpet yarns were not 
equal to the Georgia manufacturer’s 
worst. He would yote to raise the 
futy on carpets, because he was 
unwilling that our farmers should be com- 
pelled to use such English goods. Mr. Dun- 
nell had complained of a duty of 105 per cent. 
on rice, but that duty had grown from 25 per 
cent., because rice had been cheapened by pro- 
tection. He challenged Mr. Hewett to point out 
uny chemicals not made in this country which 
are not on the free list, for it had been his 
work to put them all into that list. If any 
were now out of that list he would do what 
he could to put them in. 

Taking up Mr. Hewitt’s resolution, he as- 
sumed that the clause requiring alcohol used 
in manufactures to be placed on the free sist 
referred to the import duties, and proceeded 
to argue on that assumption. Mr. Hewitt said 
that his resolution was crudely expressed. He 
had intended it to apply only to internal tax— 
that is, that alcohol to be used in manufactures 
should not pay an internal revenue tax. 
Mr. Kelley remarked that he hoped the cor- 
rection had been made in the 250,000 
ropies of Mr. Hewitt’s speech which the Dem- 
peratic Campaign Committee was circulating. 
Mr. Hewitt replied that the committee was not 
circulating his speech, he was sending it only 
co those who asked for it, and he was paying 
the expenses of printing and folding. ‘* Yes,’ 
said Mr. Kelley, “I heard that you were pay- 
{ng most liberally.” 

He then proceeded to show why England 
was a vampire. She had exhausted Ireland, 
Turkey, and Egypt, and was now feeding on 
her accumulated capital and dying of inani- 
tion. She was begging to be admitted far 
enough into this country to get her tangs into 
our industries, which may heaven forefend. 
She had partly exhausted Japan by treaty. 
He then challenged Mr. Dunnell to 
prove that the Bessemer stecl companies 
made a profit of 67 per cent. Mr. Dunnell re- 
ferred him to Swank’s census report, and Mr. 
Carlisle read from it, showing that the value 
of the product exceeded the cost of Jabor and 
material by about $14,000,000, which was the 
profit in 1880 on a capital of about $20,000,000. 
Mr. Kelley read a letter from Mr.- Swank, 
and contended that the figures showing the 
rapital invested did not include the money ex- 
pended by the companies on iron ore lands, 
coal mines, and other contributory enterprises. 
Mr. Hewitt afterward responded to his chal- 
lenge to produce proof of such large dividends. 

He was prepared, be said, to show that the 
flividends exceeded 67 per cent. He held a 
piece of paper in his hand and tried to read it, 


when, to the astonishment of the House, Mr. 
Kelley refused to yield the floor. The Demo- 
crats cried ;: ** read.” Mr, Kenna turned to 
one of them, Mr. McMillin, and asked if he was 
the Chairman of the Committee of the Whole, 
Mr. McMillin replied that he was a*member of 
the House, and he wanted Mr. Kelley to yield 
to others the privileges which he enjoyed, re- 
ferring to the fact that Mr. Kelley was speak- 
ing in time given him by unanimous consent 
upon Mr, Hewitt’s motion. ‘‘I am not dis- 

osed to be bullied,’’? sgid Mr. Kelley. Mr. 

ewitt suggested that there had not been much 
bullying on his side of the house, 

At last Mr. Kelley asked Mr. Hewitt to read 
his proof, and that gentleman read a state- 
ment recently published relating to the distri- 
bution of a certain property belonging to the 
estate of J. Edgar Thomson, in which the 
value of some steel company stock was given, 
with other kindred information. There had 
been a stock dividend of 58 per cent. and the 
stock was worth 200. 

Mr. Kelley also spoke of a statement in Mr. 
Dunnell’s speech to the effect that 372,000,060 
tons of steel rails were imported last year, 
paying a revenue of $4,654,000, If this quan- 
tity had been imported, the revenue would 
have been more than $10,000,000,000. Mr. Dun- 
nell assured him that by a typographical error 
the word **tons” had n printed instead of 
“pounds,” and remarked that Mr. Kelley’s case 
must be a weak one, if it had to be supported 
in this way. Mr. Kelley maintained that this 
error showed that members of the House were 
unfit to deal with the subject of tariff revision, 
In the course of his remarks he criticized the 
Morrison tariff bill in an amusing way, show- 
ing that in that bill acetate of potash had been 
taxed 12} cents a pound, and potassa acetate, 
the same thing, put on the free list. Mr. 
Hewitt, he continued, nad said that our 
protective tariff had caused the recent world- 
wide depression of commerce and industry. 
“TI said,” interrupted Mr. Hewitt, ‘‘ that’ I 
thought our tariff had been a powerful ele- 
ment in producing that depression.” ‘* Yes,” 
rephed Mr. Kelley, ‘and you thought also 
that the Morey letter was genuine.’’ 

The House had already become hilarious and 
at this response it became uproarious. Mr. 
Hewitt did not reply. Some time afterward 
he excused something which was quoted from 
his speech, saying that the statement had been 
made in the “haste of debate.” ‘* That haste,” 
said Mr. Kelley, ‘‘involved the reading of a 
printed speech,” and the House laughed again, 
When Mr. Kelley had spoken for two hours 
and a quarter he said that he was exhausted 
and must stop, asking leave to print the re- 
mainder of what he wished tosay. He was 
warmly congratulated by Democrats and Re- 
publicans, friends and opponents of the bill. 

It was then decided, upon Mr. Kasson’s mo- 
tion, that general debate should be closed and 
that debate upon amendments should be lim- 
ited to five minutes on each side. The first 
section of the bill was read and Mr. Randall 
submitted his amendment, providing for a Com- 
mission of two Senators, three Representatives, 
and four civilians, Other amendments were 
submitted to be printed. Mr. McLane gave 
notice that be would move to recommit, with 
instructions that the committee should report a 
bill repealing all internal revenue taxes, except 
those on distilled spirits, fermented liquors, 
and tobacco, reducing the tax on whisky to 50 
cents, and the tax on beer and tobacco 10 per 
cent. annually, and reducing duties to the 
maximum revenue standard. A yote will be 
taken to-morrow, 


THE WILBUR POST OFFICE CLAIM, 
IT I8 AGAIN DISCUSSED IN THE SENATE 
WITHOUT ACTION BEING TAKEN. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The claim of 
Mr, James M. Wilbur for $47,000 increase 
upon the contract price of illuminating tiling, 
furnished to the New-York Post Office Build- 
ing, was considered under the Anthony rule in 
the Senate to-day. The bill proposes to refer 
Wilbur’s claim to the Court of Claims, and 
suggests that he shall only be allowed an 
amount to compensate him for the actual ben- 
efit to the Government resulting from the in- 
creased thickness and weight of the tiling fur- 
nished beyond that called for by the contract. 


Mr. Saulsbury opposed the bill, but 
in such a way as to show that ho 
was not as familiar with the case as 
he might have been. He very properly in- 
sisted, however, that the Government should 
adhere to a policy of holding contractors to an 
exact performance of their contracts. Mr. 
Hoar spoke for the bill, and in such a way that 
Mr. Ingalls, in his usual direct and merciless 
manner, said that he had made a plausible and 
specious statement of the case for the claimant. 
He could not, Mr. Ingalls declared, have 
done better if he had been a paid at- 
torney for the claim. He then very cor- 
rectly added that, as appeared by the re- 
port, the contract had called for material 
sufficiently strong for the purpose, and that 
the claimant, possibly because he wanted more 
money, increased the quantity and weight of 
tiling for the roof, so that, as a matter of fact, 
the Government was seriously injured by it, 
and would havea case against the claimant. 
He failed to find the slightest equity anywhere 
inthe claim, The bill had to go over, as the 
morning hour expired, and the Senate was not 
disposed to continue consideration of the claim.

FITZ JOHN PORTER’S APPEAL. 
THE PRESIDENT REMITS THE PENALTIES AF- 
FECTING PORTER’S CITIZENSHIP. 

Wasuineton, May 5.—The President, 
according to the statements of Fitz John Por- 
ter’s friends, has ‘‘remitted’”’ all the penalties 
incurred by Fitz Jobn Porter under the find- 
ing of the court-martial which deprived 
him of his position in the Army and de- 


barred him from ever holding office un- 
der the United States Government. The 
action of the President was communi- 
eated to Fitz John Porter by letter 
from Secretary of State Frelinghuysen. In 
this letter the President is understood to have 
briefly sketched the history of the case and to 
have referred to his inability, under the opin- 
ion of the Attorney-General, to grant the re- 
quest to reopen the case with a view to the 
restoration of Porter to the rank of Colonel, 
the rank he held when cashiered. The 
friends of Porter say the favor of the 
President is not a pardon; that the word par- 
don is not used, but that Porter regains his 
standing as a citizen of the United States by a 
remission of the penalties imposed upon him, 
It is now expected that Congress will be asked 
to restore him to the Army with the rank of 
Colonel, but without pay for the time he has 
been out of the Army.

This trial has not been aban- 
doned, but at the same time the evidence will 
be given to the Grand Jury, and Rerdell may 
find himself indicted again before the end of

tion or otherwise from persons in interest to 
promote the passage or defeat of the House 
bill to extend the bonded period for distilled 
spirits, and if so, for what use the money has 
been expended.

IN AND OUT OF CONGRESS 


MR,’ DAVIS'S BILL TO OREATH A 
NEW COURT. 
THE,DEMOORATS OPPOSING THE MEASURE 

ON PARTY GROUNDS—MR. DAVIS GREAT- 
LY ANNOYED BY CRITICISMS ON ITS 
_ PROVISIONS—A VOTE NOT REACHED. 
“ Wasnineton, May 5.—Judging from the 


‘utterances of two Democratic Senatorsin the 


debate upon David Davis’s bill to establish a 
Court of Appeals, it may be considered proba- 
ble that the Democrats will oppose the passage 
of the bill on the ground that it gives the Pres- 
ident the authority to appoint 18 Circuit 
Judges. Mr. Davis, who is very earnestly in- 
terested in the bill, watches and listens with 
great concern as one after another speaker 
rises and takes up the discussion, and occasion- 
ally betrays that sort of annoyance which an 
ex-Judge of the Supreme Court might be par- 
doned for evincing wher his opinions and 
views are questioned by men who have not 
enjoyed judicial eminence. 

Mr. Garland, who opened the debate, spoke 
at considerable length about the necessity of 
unloading the Supreme Court by relieving the 
United States courts. Like Mr. Jonas, he 
deprecated the tendency to take to the United 
States courts much business that ought to be 
settled by the State courts. Some plan for 
limiting jurisdiction should, in his opinion, be 
approved, and he said that he had made an 
effort to provide a remedy by bill, One of 


the arguments advanced was that unless some 
eheck were placed upon the Supreme Court bus- 
iness the library of its decisions would become 
enormous and unwieldy, and he repeated com- 
mon criticism when he complained of the cus- 
tom of the Supreme Court Judges of writing 
long and elaborate essays on all cases consid- 
ered by them, the affirming and dissenting 
Judges contributing to sweil the volume of 
legal literature. Mr. Frye complained of the 
efforts of Mr. Garland and Mr. Jonas to amend 
a bill to establish a court so that it should 
limit or regulate jurisdiction. He regarded 
the propositions of those two Senators 
as not germane, ‘To this objection Mr, 
Jonas replied that the bill was not an appro- 
priation measure, and that therefore all 
amendments were germane. ‘I have come to 
the conclusion,’”’ answered Mr. Frye, *‘ that all 
sorts of changes are germane here. It was 
not so in another body in which I have 
served.” With much earnestness he insisted 
that the bill of Mr. Davis should be acted 
upon on its merits and without prejudice to 
the propositions of other Senators who had 
advocated limitation of jurisdiction, for 
which there might be good reasons advanced. 
Mr. Morgan, beginning some remarks on the 
bill with a reference to the American Bar As- 
sociation, said that this body of eminent law- 
yers had had this matter under consideration, 
and that he expected to have a copy of their 
reports in a few days, which‘he thought it 
would be well for the Senate to consider be- 
fore final action upon the bill before the Senate. 

Mr. Davis, who was sitting in his old seat in 
the centre of the chamber, showed some an- 
noyance at this request. The Kar Associations 
of several States had, he declared, petitioned 
Congress to pass this bill. The American Bar 
Association was divided, part of its members 
favoring the Supreme Court, while others 
favored an Intermediate Court of Appeals. 
Moreover, it was only one association of a few 
gentlemen whom he had met at Saratoga last 
Summer. Seme of its promineat members 
favored his bill as a proper measure of re- 
lief. The Senate should not, he maintained, 
postpone action to hear from these gentlemen, 
Senators who were in favor of dividing the 
Supreme Court, could vote against the bill; 
those who favored the establishment of an in- 
termediate Court of Appeals should vote for 
it. ‘Shall we adjourn this case,’? asked 
Judge Davis, as if he were addressing a court, 
“to hear from these gentlemen?’ Mr. Beck 
intimated that he should vote to postpone, and 
that he would like to ask the gentlemen of the 
American Bar Association why all the mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court should be selected 
fromone party. Mr. Davis, who could not keep 
his seat, interrupted to say that there was no 
instance in the history of the country in 
which the party in power had not appointed 
Judges of its own faith. While he believed 
one-half of the Judges ought to be appointed for 
the minority, it was not a matter of right, as 
he did not know that the minority could claim 
any right of appointment. If he had his own 
way he would divide the 18 Judges called for 
by the bill among the Republicans and Demo- 
crats. But that had nothing to do with the 
question of postponement. 

Then Mr. Beck repeated his complaint 
about the partiality of the Republicans for 
Republican Judges, and added a remark to the 
effect that all these Judges were constantly 
seeking to increase their power. ‘* That’s not 
so,’”? answered Mr. Davis, * and it shows your 
Jack of reading.” Mr. Beck retorted that 
while he might not beas familiar with law as 
the Senator from Illinois, he flattered himself 
that he had as much practical good sense, and 
went on to criticise the great system of courts 
radiating from Washington, which was de- 
grading the State courts in order to make 
this a great paternal Government. Pretty 
soon Mr. Davis intimated that Mr. Morgan’s 
proposition was only a pretense for delay. and 
Mr. Beck and Mr. Morgan both resented the 
assertion, Mr. Morgan suggesting that he 
could retaliate by deelaring that Mr. Davis was 
afraid of a postponement, and averse to allow- 
ing the question to be discussed. Mr. Davis 
looked as if he would like to punish Mr. Mor- 
gan for contempt when the Alabama Senator 
declared that the bill was imperfect, full of 
holes through which he could drive ‘ta coach 
and six.” 

As it was evident that a vote could not be 
reached to-day, the bill was informally laid 
aside until Monday.

A CONTESTED NOMINATION, 
THE NINTH DISTRICT STEAM-BOAT SUPER- 
VISORSHIP A BONE OF CONTENTION, 
Wasnurneton, May 5.—For several weeks 
the Commerce Committee of the Senate have 
“hung up’’ the nomination of Thomas N. Van 
Valkenburgh, of Lockport, to be Supervising 
Inspector of Steam Vessels in tho Ninth Dis- 
trict, Senator Miller has several times stated 


that the committee had not taken up the nom- 
ination for consideration, and a member of 
the committee who is opposed to Van 
Valkenburgh’s confirmation says that the 
nomination will not be considered until all the 
protests against confirmation have been re- 
ceived. The objections made to the President’s 
candidate are that he has not the qualifica- 
tions for the office demanded by the Revised 
Statutes; that he is not a mechanical engineer, 
but a civil engineer. A new candidate has 
already been mentioned as likely to receive 
the nomination, as there seems to be no prob- 
ability that Van Valkenburgh can _ pull 
through. Daniel P. McQueen, of Schenectady, 
who has served in the Assembly from Schenec- 
tady County, is being pressed for the position, 
and his friends are confident that he will be 
nominated, and that if nominated he will be 
confirmed. Mr. McQueen is said to have 
served his time as a mechanical engineer and 
to have practical knowledge of the business.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON, 
WASHINGTON, May 5, 1882, 
Four of the annual appropriation bills re- 
main to be reported to the House. They are 


the Legislative, Executive, and Judicial, the 
Navy, the Deficiency, and the Sundry Civil. 
All are well under way, and the Sundry Civil 
will probably be reported to the House on 
Monday. 

The committee appointed by the American 
Bar Association at its Saratoga meeting last 
Summer to consider the subject of a reorgani- 
zation of the United States Supreme Court, 
have finished their work, and will, it is un- 
derstood, make public three separate reports. 
Four members of the committee, namely, 
Messrs. E. J. Phelps, Courtlandt Parker, Wil- 
liam M. Evarts, and Richard T. Merrick, re- 
commend the division of the court into two 
chambers, or sections, each to be composed of 
such Justices and to have jurisdiction of such 
cases as the court, in its discretion, may agree 
upon. Certain classes of cases, however. such 


as those involving Federal questions, shall be 
heard by not less than seven Justices, sitting 
together. No increase in the number of Jus- 
tiees is thought to be necessary. 


The twenty-second annual convention of 
the United States Brewers’ Association will be 
held in this city next week. 

The Executive Committee of the Republican 
Congressional Campaign Committee held a 


meeting to-night. Col. D. B. Henderson, of 
Dubuque, Iowa, was elected Secretary on the 
first ballot by a nearly unanimous vote. 


The Hon. Alonzo Bell, Assistant Secretary 
of the Interior, has sued the proprietors and 


editors of the Sunday Chronicle of this city 
for criminal libel, on acconnt of an article 
asserting that the department, and especially 
the Land Office, has been the “scene of fla- 
grant public robberies and abuses which could 
not kave been perpetrated without his concur- 
rence, 


Adjt.-Gen, Chapman, of Wisconsin, recently 
addressed a communication to Representatives 


of his State in Washington, in which he as- 
serted that the State of Wisconsin is being 
flooded with circulars and traveling agents, 
who are endeavoring to buy up what are 
called ‘* soldiers’ declaratory papers’? at from 
$5 to 310 each, and requesting the views of the 
Interior Department as to whether the prac- 
tice is nota fraudulent one. Ex-Gov. Pound 
referred the communication to the Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office, who has 
just responded, stating that it appears from 
the communication of Mr. Chapman that 
speculators are engaged in the business of pur- 
chasing the rights of soldiers to make filings 
or declaratory statements in order that they 
(the speculators) may select and sell tracts of 
the public lands with the understanding that 
the speculator and the soldier are to share 
alike in the proceeds resulting from the trans- 
action. The department has been advised of 
other similar transactions, ‘lhe Commissioner 
is of the opinion that the practice complained 
of is entirely outside of the letter and the 
spirit of the law. Hesays that an investiga- 
tion is now being made with a view to ascer- 
taining whether the persons implicated can be 
prosecuted and punished.

CONCILIATION IN IRELAND. 


PEE EE 
PREPARING TO MOVE A VOTE OF CENSURE— 
PARNELL’S POSITION AND INTENTIONS, 

Lonpon, May 5.—A hastily summoned 
Cabinet council was held to-day in the office 
of Earl Spencer. 

A great meeting of the Conservative mem- 
bers of Parliament was held at the Carlton 
Club to-day to decide upon the course to be 


pursued in view of the Government’s Irish 
policy. It is stated that the meeting 
unanimously resolved to await further devel- 
opments of the Government’s policy, and 
if the answers to a question relative thereto be 
unsatisfactory, to move a resolution of censure. 

It was announced in the House of Commons 
this evening that Lord Frederick Cavendish 
would proceed to Ireland to-night to consider 
the cases of the other ‘‘suspects.” Sir Mich- 
ael Hicks-Beach gave notice, amid loud 
cheers from the Conservative members, that 
in consequence of the critical state of Lreland 
he would move on Monday that it is of 
paramount importance that the Govearnment’s 
entire Irish policy be submitted to the House 
for discussion, Mr. Gladstone replied 
that he would consent to the discussion 
taking place on Monday, and, if necessary, he 
would also devote Tuesday thereto. This no- 
tice is doubtless the outcome of to-day’s meet- 
ing at the Carlton Club. Mr. Gladstone 
virtually admitted that the motion of 
Sir Michael MHicks-Beach would be a 
Cabinet question. He said he _ per- 
fectly understood its scope, and, although 
adhering to his previous utterances regarding 
the importance of the procedure resolutions, 
he admitted that the procedure question could 
not be carried forward without the Govern- 
ment. 

The Times says it may be inferred from the 
appointment of Earl Spencer to the Vicsroy- 
alty of Ireland and Lord Frederick Cavendish 
to the Chief Secretaryship that Mr. Gladstone 
intends practically to assume not only the re- 
sponsibility for, but the immediate control of, 
the Irish policy. 

Mr, Parnell contradicts various reports con- 
cerning himself. He says that he does not in- 
tend to go to America, and that he will not 
address his constituents until the Coercion act 
is repealed or haslapsed. Theidea of reviving 
the Land League, he says, is not mooted or 
even thought of. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says the Irish and 
Scotch provincial press is for ence in almost 
entire harmony with the London papers in sur- 
prise and dismay at the selection of pat Fred- 
erick Cavendish as Chief Secretary for Ireland. 
The disappointment among the Liberals is 
wide-spread. The choice, it says, was un- 
doubtedly made to quiet the apprehensions 
of the Whigs, but the only thing that can 
save the Ministry is that the country 
shall be convinced that they mean to carry 
out their new policy firmly and without refer- 
ence to the murmurs of a handful of malcon- 
tents, 

LONDON, May 6.—In Ballina, during the re- 
joicings over the release of the ‘ suspects,” a 
collision occurred between the crowd and the 
Police, A drum was captured bv the latter.

Secretary Freling- 
huysen’s dispatch to Mr. Hoffman in regard 
to the treatment of Russian Jews has 
produced a most favorable impression in Lib- 
eral circles. The United States is hailed as 
having taken the place of England as the 
champion of the downtrodden and oppressed.’’

DE LONG AND HIS MEN DEAD 


THEIR BODIES FOUND.AT THE 
LENA DELTA. 


ENGINEER MELVILLE’S BRIEF ANNOUNCE-" 


MENT OF HIS DISCOVERY-—ALL THE 
BOOKS AND PAPERS RECOVERED—THE 
LOST EXPLORERS AND THEIR SUFFER- 
INGS. 
From the Herald of This Morning. 
Irkutsk, May 5.—The following dispatch 
has just reached here from Iakutsk: 
Lena DExta, March 24, 1882. 
I have found Lieut. De Long and his party; 
all dead, 
All the books and papers have also been 
found. 


I remain to continue the search for the party 
under Lieut. Chipp. MELVILLE, 


The news of the loss of the Jeannette was 
received in this City on the night of Dec, 20 
last. It was conveyed in a dispatch to the 
Russian Government from the Governor at 
Iakutsk and dated Dec. 19. Subsequent dis- 
patches from Engineer Melville showed that 
after the wreck of the Jeannette the crew em- 
barked in two cutters and a whale-boat, The 
boats were separated in a gale while in the Arc- 
tic Ocean, 50 miles from the mouth of the River 
Lena. The whale-boat, containing Engineer 
Melville, Lieut. Danenhower, and others, 
landed at the east mouth of the Lena, while 
the first cutter, containing Lieut.-Commander 
De Long and others, reached the north mouth 
of the same river. Engineer Melville’s party 
succeeded in reaching Irkutsh in safety, but 
not witkout terrible sufferings, Lieut.-Com- 
mander De Long’s party, however, was less 
fortunate, On Oct. 19 two sailors belonging 
to it named Nindeman and Noros arrived at 
Bulcour in quest of succor. They had left 
De Long and his companions in the 


reindeer country, a frozen wilderness lying 
west of the main branch of the Lena and be- 
tween the towns of Upper Bulun and Sister- 
auck, ‘They were allin a deplorable condition, 
badly frozen, and in danger of starvation. 
Nindemen and Noros gre yer y joined 
Melville’s party, but De Long and his men, 
although vigorously searched for by Engineer 
Melville, were never afterward seen alive. 
The second cutter, containing Lieut. Chipp 
and his party, has never been heard of since 
the separation of the boats. 

The crew of the first cutter, De Long’s 
party, consisted of Lieut,-Commander De 
Long, Dr. Ambler, Jerome J. Collins, Hans 
Erikson, (previously reported dead,) Henry 
Knach, Adolf Bressler, Carl Gortz, Walter 
Lee, Neils Ivorson, George Boyd, Alexia, Ah 
Lorn, and the two men already spoken of as 
having been sent forward for succor—W illiam 
Nindeman and Louis Noros, All except Nin- 
deman and Noros perished, 

The crew of the second cutter was as fol- 
lows: Lieut, Chipp, Capt. Dunbar, Alfred 
Sweetman, Henry Waxen, Peter Johnson, Kd- 
ward Starr, Shawell and Alpert Kaihne. 

Lieut.-Commander George W. De Long, ths 
commander of the Jeannette, was born in this 
City in 1844. He entered the United States 
Naval Academy at Annapolis, was appointed 
acting Midshipman Oct. 1, 1861, and was 
graduated in 1865. After graduation he served 
four years on the Canandaigua, during which 
period he was successively promoted to Ensign 
Dec, 1, 1866; Master, March 12, 1868,and Lieuten- 
ant, March 26, 1869. Subsequently he was trans- 
ferred to the Lancaster, at the time flag-ship 
of the South Atlantic squadron. In 1571 he 
obtained leave of absence on account of ill- 
health and spent the two following years in 
Europe, where he married a daughter of 
Capt. Wolten, who was then living at Havre 
and interested in the French line of steam- 
ers running to this port. Lieut. De Long 
was executive officer of the school ship St. 
Mary’s, in this port, from 1876 to 1878, Even 
in boyhood he manifested an adventurous 
spirit, and in 1873, when the Juniata was sent, 
under the command of Capt. D. L. Braine, to 
search for the Polaris, he was made navigator 
of the expedition. While the Juniata was at 
Uppernavik, Greenland, he undertook the 
perilous task ef penetrating further north in 
the steam Jaunch Little Juniata, a craft about 
35 feet long. With a picked crew clad 
in seal-skins and as ample a_ supply 
of provisions and coal as _ his hittle 
boat could carry he set out. To follow the 
coast of Melville Bay as far north as Cape 
York was his object, but he found his passage 
obstructed by ice, and was forced to put back 
several times. At length he found a channel 
through the ice and pressed on to Cape York. 
On the fifth day out he encountered a terrific 
arctic gale, and for 30 hours was threatened 
with destruction from both waves and ice- 
bergs. ‘The gale having subsided, he found 
himself in sight of Cave York, which, though 
only eight miles away, could not be reached 
on account of the ice. His coal supply 
being half used up, he was compelled to put 
back, and the day before reaching Upper- 
navik he fellin with the merchantman Tigress, 
which had already rescued Tyson’s partv and 
was proceeding north to search for Budding- 
ton’s camp at Littleton Island. De Long 
wished to be taken on board the Tigress, but 
her Captain would not consent. On the return 
of the Juniata to the United States De Long 
was the first to volunteer for an arctic cruise. 
When the Jeannette was purchased by Mr. 
James Gordon Bennett for an arctic expedi- 
tion, Lieut. De Long was placed in command 
ot her by the Navy Department. He sailed 
from San Francisco July 8, 1879. 

Jerome J. Collins, the meteorologist of the 
expedition, was born in Cork, Ireland, Oct. 
17, 1841. His father, Mark Collins, was a mer- 
chant and manufacturer of that city, and also 
a member of the Town Council for 22 years, 
At the Mansion House School young Collins 
showed a liking for the exact sciences, and 
studied under Sir John Benson, the City and 
Harbor Engineer. He was made Assistant 
Engineer by the corporation, and had charge 
of the erection of several important works in 
the river and harbor. He then went to Eng- 
fand, where he made several railroad surveys 
and had charge of important constructions in 
the middle counties, in 1°66 he cane to New- 
York. He found employment with the 
Union Pacific Railroad bigee gore and 
subsequently accepted the task of reclaiming 
the marsh lands in New Jersey near Newark. 
This was successfully completed in the fall of 
1868. The following year he became Street 
Commissioner of Hudson City, N. J., and 
afterward was appointed chief engineer of 
the Marsh Land Company, and elected a 
Director and Secretary. Taking a fancy for 
journalism, he becane a regular member of 
the Herald’s editorial staff in 1875. His 
greatest success was in the weather service, 
and aftera series of careful experiments he 
began sending the storm prediction for the 
Herald to Europe. In 1878 he attended the 
Meteorological Congress in Paris, where he 
read two papers on the rationale of storm 
warnings. 

Dr. James Markham Ambler, United States 
Navy, the Surgeon of the expedition, was born 
in Fauquier County, Va., Dec. 30, 1848, He 
was educated at the Washington and Lee Col- 
lege, Virginia, and was graduated from the 
University of Maryland in 1870. He practiced 
medicine for three years in Baltimore, and 
entered the Navy as Assistant Surgeon in 1874. 

Secretary Chandler has received a cable dis- 
patch from Lieut. Lanenhower at St. Peters- 
burg, asking authority to place Cole, one of 
his party, who has lost his reason, in a hospital 
where he can receive proper treatment. 

Lonpon, May 6.—A St. Petersburg dispatch 
says: ‘* Lieut. Danenhower’s eyes are so badly 
affected that he has been advised to postpone 
his departure from this city for a few days in 
order to consult an oculist, as it is feared that 
continuing his journey would involve the com- 
plete loss of his eyesight.”

SUFFERINGS OF THE EXPLORERS IN THEIR 
WEARY ARCTIC MARCH. 

The following are copies of the records, in 
Lieut. Commander De Long’s handwriting, 
which have been received by the Herald : 


Lena DELTA, Monday, Sept. 19.—The fol- 
lowing named 14 persons, belonging to the Jean- 
nette, (which was sunk by the ice on June 12, 1881, 
in latitude 77° 15’ north, longitude 155° east,) land- 
ed here on the eyening of the 17th inst. and will

A record was left about half a mile north of the 
southern end of Semenowski Island, buried under 
astake. The 83 persons composing the officers 
and crew of the Jeannette left that island in 
three boats on the morning of the 12th inst. 
(one week ago.) Thet same night we were 
separated in a gale of wind. and I have 
seen nothing of them since. Orders have been 
given in event of such an accident for each boat to 
make the best of its way to a settlement on the 
Lena River before waiting for rege 8 My boat 
made the land on the morning of the 16th inst., and 
I suppose we are at the Lena Delta. I have had 
no chance to get sights for position since Lleft 
Semenowski Island. After trying for two days 
to get in shore without grounding or to reaeh one 
of the river mouths I abandoned my boat and 
walked one a half miles, carrying our provisions 
and outfit with us. We must now try with God’s 
help to walk to a settlement, the nearest of which I 
believe to be 95 milesdistant. Weare all well, have 
four days’ provisions, arms, fand ammunition, and 
are carrying with us only ship’s books and papers, 
with blankets, tents, and some medicines. There- 
fore our chances of getting through seem good.

Atter repeating names and facts already given in 
former papers Lieut. De Long writes, as he did in 
that of the 9th, in pencil. His letter proceeds: 

My boat. having weathered the gale, made the 
land on tho morning of the 16th inst., and, after 
trying to get ashore fortwo days and being pre- 
vented by shoal water, we abandoned her and 
waded to the beach, carrying our arms, provisions, 
and records, at a point about 12 miles to the 
north and east of this place. We had all suffered 
somewhat from cold, wet and exposure, and three 
of our men were badly lamed, but, having only 
four days’ provisions left, reduced rations. We 
were forced to proceed to the southward on Mon- 
day, Sept. 19. We left a pile ot our effects near the 
beach, erectingalong pole. These will be feund—in- 
struments, chronometer, ship’s log-books for two 
years, tent, medicines—which we were absolutely 
unable to carry. It took us 48 hours to make 
these 12 miles, owing to our disabled men, 
and these two huts seemed to me a good 
place to stop while I pushed forward the 
surgeon and Ninderman to get relief for us. 
But last night we shot two reindeer, which gives 
us abundance of food for the present, and we have 
seen sO many more that anxiety for the future is 
relieved. As soon as our three sick men can walk 
weshall resume our march for a settlement on the 
Lena River. 

Sarurpay, Sept. 24,8 A. M.—Our three lame men 
now being able to walk, we are about to resume 
our journey, with two days’ rations of deer meat, 
two days’ rations of pemmican, and three pounds 
of tea.

28, and, having been forced to wait for the river to 
freeze over, are proceeding to cross the west side 
this morning on their journey to reach some set- 
tlement on the Lena River. : 

We have two days’ provisions, but having been 
fortunate enough thus far to get game in our press- 
ing needs we have no fear for the future. 

Our party are all well, except one man, Erickson, 
whose toes have been amputated in consequence 
of frost-bite. Other records will be found in sev- 
eral huts on the east side of this river along which 
we have come from the northward.

HOW CLAIMANTS OF FABULOUS ESTATES 
LOSE THEIR MONEY AND GAIN NOTHING. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 5.—An article will be 


printed by the 7imes of this city to-morrow which. 


willquash the hopes of a great many persons who 
have imagined themselves entitled to fortunes as 
the heirs of people who died many years ago in 
England, Holland, or other foreign countries. 
There are several associations formed for the pur- 
pose of recovering such estates. It appears, 


however, that these associations are mis- 
led by foreign adventurers whose purpose 
in holding out glittering hopes is easily ap- 
parent. The subject was brought to the 
attention of the authorities of this State by a let- 
ter from Secretary Blaine to Gov. Hoyt, dated 
Washington, June 10, 1881, in which Mr. Blaine 
says, after speaking of the generally baseless na- 
ture of most of these claims and asserting that they 
are gotten up by designing persons for purposes of 
their own gains, these persons generally living in 
foreign countries. ‘*I have, however, cone into 
possession of the incloced original letter ad- 
dressed to a worthy resident of Galesburg, 
Mich., by one H. B. Sinks, styling him- 
self Secretary of the Vanhorn and Vansant 
Association, and purporting to be written from its 
office at ‘‘No. 311 Walnut-street, second floor, 
back.’" The internal evidence of this _let- 
ter, coupled with the known fact that 
the so-called ““ Wolfert Webber” estate 
(of some hundreds of millions of dollars) is abso- 
lutely non-existent, creates in my mind grave 
doubts as to the good faith of the writer. I com- 
mend this letter to your perusal.” 

For some reason the State authorities seem to 
have taken no action on this letter, fora Toes 
reporter, who hunted up H. B. Sinks, found bim in 
new quarters, but still ostensibly pushing the 
claims of the ** Van Horn and Van Sant Associa- 
tion. Hesaid the Van Horns were heirs to the 
Wolfert Webber estate in Holland, and also to 
property in Bergen, N. J., and that the association 
now had more than 200 members in 25 States. “We 
have not,”’ hesaid, ‘had sufficient money to prose 
cute our claims either in New-Jersey or Holland. 
It costs $100 to become a member of the Van Horn 
and Vansant Association, and the monthly 
dues ure 25 cents. We have also formed 
a stock company for the prosecution 
of other claims. The shares are $5 each. He could 
not be got to talk of details, but gave the visitor 
a number of little printed pamphlets which 
he said would tell him all about what had been ac- 
complished by the society thus far. A perusal of the 
pampblets, which purported to be annual reports 
the preceedings of meetings of the association, &c., 
did not throw a single ray of light on the validity 
of the claims. The burden of the pamphlets con- 
sisted of appeals for more money and cau- 
tions to the members of the _ association 
not to. give any information to any 
one not a member. The 7imes concludes that 
there is no room to doubt the fraudulent character 
of the enterprise.

HOUSE BULLY—AN IMPUDENT ATTEMP? 

TO PROGRESS THE SO-CALLED GENERAL 

RAILROAD ACT— GEN. SHARPE’S RE- 


CEIVERSHIP BILL PASSED. 

Ausany, May 5.—The Assembly Chamber 
was turned into a pot-house for 10 minutes this 
morning, and the members were compelled to 
hsten to an attack upon a newspaper correspond- 
ent couched in language the most abusive, perhaps, 
that was ever permitted by a Speaker of the 
House to be uttered on the floor. “Dick” News 
man, one of the ring Democrats of Brooklyn, 
claimed the floor on a question of privilege, and 
mmediately began to denounce the correspondent 
of the Times because of recent exposures in these 
columns of certain grading and paving jobs in 
which the Brooklyn member is interested. Two of 
the three bills in which these jobs were embodied 


were taken up by the House this week and killed. A 
similar fate awaits the third,as Mr. Newman ig 
only too well aware. Such epithets as “ cur,’ 

** scoundrel,” “ loafer,”? were heaped upon the cor- 
respondent by the exasperated member from 
Kings. Gen. Sharpe called him to order twice, and 
protested against the use in the Assembly Chamber 
of language that only befitted a bar-room. Forone, 
he declared, he would not sit and listen to it. 
Speaker Patterson offered a mild remonstrance by 
reminding the member that his language was un. 
parliamentary. No better index to the character 
of this representative of Brooklyn could be fur 
nished than his one remark, “I'll mash bis jaw for 
it.” There are certain other schemes besides grad- 
ing and paving in which Mr. Newman is believed 
to be interested, and which may yet be brought 
more fully to the notice-of the members. A com- 
mittee of the House is already engaged in the in- 
vestigation of a matter in which Mr. Newman’s 
name figures as only a man can figure who is pos- 
sessed of all the keenness of a bird of carrion in 
scenting out unclean things. 

The so-called General Railroad act, in which is 
concealed a number of schemes to acquire posses- 
sion of atreets and avenues of New-York, amon 
them Forty-second-street and the Boulevard, ha 
attentien called to it in the most explicit manneria 
the Assembly to-day. hi few of the members un- 
derstood anything about this measure, and for that 
reason its friends have pushed it quietly along 
through the committees, until it is now on the 
order of third reading. They attempted to secure 
this this morning and, but for the prompt! 
and vigorous protest of Gen. Sharpe. would 
have succeeded. Speaker Patterson had re- 
signed the chair to Mr. Brodsky. 
The bili was numbered 448 on the third reading list. 
Bill No. 380 had been read, and there remained 64 
others to be disposed of before No. 443 could be 
honestly reached and read. This bill, however, 
was “jumped” ahead of these 63, and the 
clerks and the others who:are in the scheme 
to advance it prepared for their work. 
Gen. Sharpe detected the fraud and exposed it. 
He declared that he intended to debate the bill, 
and insisted that it should be laid aside and be 
brought up ia its proper turn. Mr. Brodsky re- 
marked that it hai become inadvertently 
mixed up with others on the Clerk’s 
desk. There were significant winks and) 
nods exchanged between some of the-members on 
the floor when they saw that their scheme had 
fallen through. Mr. C. 8S. Baker, who introduced 
the bill by request, immediately agreed that every 
opportunity for debate should be given and the 
bill was placed where it belonged in the pile. The 
peculiar tactics which were resorted to to drive this 
measure through, coupled with the exposure of its 
true nature made in these columns, will doubtless 
have the effect of fixing the attention of members 
seriously upon it. 

This 1s not the only bill that has been taken out 
of its turn and thrustin advance of others on the; 
third reading list. Mr. Benedict had occasion to| 
make a vigorous protest against the practice one, 
day this week. The House is now gradually wak-' 
ing up tothe fact that its clerks will bear very’ 
close watching. False counting, false recording 
and ‘“‘ jumping” bills are praetices which are not 
new to this House. 

The bill of Gen. Sharpe, providing for the more 
speedy and economical winding up of the affairs of 
insolvent savings banks and insurance companies, 
was passed by a vote of 66to 15. When it came up 
for its third reading, Mr. B. F. Baker, who has in- 
troduced a similar bill, attempted to have it 
referred back to the Judiciary Committee, with in- 
structions to strike out the enacting clause—an 
easy and rapid process of strangling a bill with 
which old members are familiar, Mr. Baker then 
proceeded to criticise the bill as one which 
did not fully express the sentiments of the 
House, notwithstanding it had been pushed along 
with such rapidity and with so little oppositioa. 
On the other hand, his own bill was the product of 
the Receivership investigating committee, of which 
he was a member, and the fruit of its labors. Suck 
a bill, he maintained, more fully treated thes¢ 
abuses than that of Gen. Sharpe. Mr. Baker's lan- 
guage was in some instances so pointed that it 
drew from Gen. Sharpe a vigorous reply in defense 
of his measure. 

Gen. Sharpe declared that it was the only one of 
all the bills that had _ been introduced upon this 
subject which took the Receiverships out of the 
hands of the present Receivers and _ theit 
hangers-on. It put them in the hands of 
State officers who were allowed to employ 
competent deputies skilled in the management of 
this particular business. It directed summary 
references to ascertain what should be paid to the 
present lawyers employed. The Attorney-General 
was empowered to conduet all this business for the 
State Treasurer, and the expenses of winding up 
insolvent insurance companies and banks were to be 
divided pro rata aecording to their assets. Thug 
the expense of closing up the Receiverships would 
be uced to a very low figure, as would be 
found when it came to be divided up. among 
the various concerns. The Baker Dill, ou 
the other hand, by making temporary 
Recetvers of the Superintendents of banking 
and insurance companies, made it possible for dis- 
honest Superintendents to throw any one of these 
concerns intoinsolvency. It was certainly contrary 
to public morals that such a thing should be done. 
The temporary Receivers designated by the Baker 
bill were directed to call meetings of creditors 
who should vote either in person or by proxy for 
permanent Reteivers. Who would be likely ta 
secure those proxies? Some industrious lawyer, 
possibly, and mignt he not thus secure the election 
of a friend as permanent Receiver? This 
feature of that bill was derived from 
the old bankrupt law, which enabled lawyers and 
Assignees in bankruptcy to remsin for yearsin pos- 
session of an estate, with great dividends to them- 
selves ami none to the creditors. Gen. Sharpe 
added that he had never been aware 
that the Receivership Committee intended 
to prepare a bill and he _ sheuld not be 
charged with discourtesy toward that_committee. 
The five members of that committee— Messrs. Cha- 
pin, Erwin, Baker, Haggerty, and Weleh—voted 
against the bil on its final passage. 

The bill of Col. Murphy to rebuild Washington 
Market was or the list made out by the Speaker 
for reference to the Sub-Committee of Sixteen. It 
was singled out by Mr. Roosevelt as one of the ob- 
noxious measures to be defeated, and his objec- 
tions to it prevented its going to that conmmittee, 
The bill of Mr. Niglutsch prohibiting cigar: 


-makiag in tenement-houses has been taken by 


the House from the Cities Committee, where

Gov. Cornell has sent to the House his veto of 
the bill increasing the-salaries of the Police force 
of Binghamton. The measure, he says, is uncon. 
stitutional, as shown by sections 18 and 24 of 
Article III. These sections prohibit the Legislature 
from passing a private or local bill ereating, in- 
creasing, or decreasing the fees, percentages, 01 
allowances of public officers during the term for 
which they are elected or appointed, and declare 
that the Legislature, the Common Council of any 
city. or any Board of Supervisors shall not grant 
any extra compensation to any public officer, stew 
ard, or contractor. In conclusion Gov. Cornell 
says: “Although these restrictions might be 
avoided if the accompanying bill were enacted, it 
would be suck a manifest evasion of the intent of 
the Constitution that it would ‘be entirely uojusti- 
fiable.”” This veto has created consternation 
among the friends of similar bills relating to the 
Police and Fire Departments of New-York and 
Brooklyn. 


BILLS PASSED BY THE SENATE. 
ALBANY, May 5.—The Senate devoted tha

SHIPHERD OFFERED. 


‘A LONG CROSS-EXAMINATION REGARDING 


THE CERTIFICATE OF STOCK——WHY HE 
RETURNED IT TO SHIPHERD — ITS 


AMOUNT NOT GIVEN-—MISREPRESENTA- 


TIONS BY SHIPHERD. 
WASHINGTON, May 5.—The examination of 
Senator Blair before the House Committee on For 


eign Affairs this morning lasted from 10 to 1 


o'clock. It was conducted mainly by Mr. Blount, 
and was substantially as follows: 


Q.—What wasthe amount of the certificate of. 


stock sent to you by Mr. Shipherd in the way of a 
retainer? A.—Do you think that essential to this 
investigation ? 

Q.—I ask you the question. A.—I decline to 
state the amount. I have stated all in relation to 
my connection with Mr. Shipherd as counsel 
which I thought pertinent to the matter, I donot 
care to go further in that direction than the public 
interest requires. 

Q.—Were any of your expenses paid? A,—Noth- 
ing whatever was paid; I received nothing buta 
certificate of stock, 

Q.—Was Mr. Blaine correct in saying that Mr. 
Shipherd in the first interview with Mr. Blaine in- 
formed him that you were one of his active coun- 
sel? A.—I do not recollect expressions, I was 
there with Mr, Shipherd, and Mr, Blaine understood 
that I was there as counsel. 

Q.—I would be glad to know whether Mr, Shiv- 
herd made that statement in the presence of Mr. 
Blaine at that interview—that you were one of his 
active counsel, A.—I cannot say as to the expres- 
810N. 

Q.—Did he convey that idea to Mr. Blaine? A.— 
I cannot say whether he conveyed the idea, The 
fact was patent, and there was no dispute in rela- 
tion to it. 

Q.—Mr. Blaine understood that you were there 
as counsel, did ho? A.—I have no doubt that he 
did. Ihad seen Mr. Blaine and arranged the iuter- 
view. I had explained to him what had passed be- 
tween myself and Mr. Shipherd, and I had said to 
him that Mr, Shipherd desired me to act as counsel 
in the matter, and that I had declined to have any 
relations of a pecuniary character between us un- 


-til I should know more about the matter, but at 


the same time I said that I was desirous of aiding 
Mr. Shipherd. Iasked Mr. Blaine if he thought, 
from bis knowledge of the matters and of the pro- 
prieties of the affair, that there was anything 
wrong or improper in my being counsel. He said 
that he could not see anything. That was the time 
that I arranged the interview of the 25th of July 
between Mr. Shipherd and Mr. Blaine. I told him 
about the affair in New-York, which was a new and 
somewhat strange development to me as to 
amounts and all that. 

Q.—Did Mr. Blaine then say that he thought 
there was no ne i in your taking a fee? A. 
—Yes; Isounderstood him. I am sure that no- 
body ever intimated to mein any way the idea 
that there was any impropriety in it until this in- 
vestigation began to develop. 

Q.—Did the public understand your connection 
with the matter? A.—A good many persons un- 
derstooa my connection with it. All the counsel 


inthe case, | suppose, knew tnat I was connected 
with it. The Secretary of State knewit. I never 
concealed it from anybody. I never had any dis- 
position to conceal it, and have not now. I have 
nothing in that direction to apologize for. Ishould 
do the same thing right over again, under the same 
circumstances, with the same light and with the 
same objects. 

Q.—Then what is your objection to letting us 
know the amount of scrip which Shipherd sent to 
you? A.—Of what consequence is it to the com- 
mittee or to the United States? 

Mr. Blount—I am not here to argue. 
cline to answer the question, all right. 

Mr. Blair—Neither am I here to decline to answer 
the question if I thought it was a matter within the 
legitimate scope of what may be required of a 
witness. z ‘ 

Mr. Blount, (addressing the Chairman)—It was 
for that reason, Mr. Chairman, that at the outset 
of Mr. Blair's examination, I asked him whether he 
submitied himself tothe examination of the com- 
mittee or not. I think it very material that Mr. 
Blair should answer the question, but I do not 
think it necessary for me to state the reasons why, 
because I do not propose to show the use which I 
intend to make of it. However, I will pass it for 
the present, [To the witness.) You have stated 
that about the 1st of November you sald to Mr. 
Shipherd, in this city, that you would decline to 
take a retainer? A.—That was about the éd of 
November—at the time that Mr. Shipherd came to 
Washington, 

Q.—In your letter returning the certificate of 
scrip you say thatthe certificate was dated Oct. 
1, 1881. Did it come to you by due course of mail 
after that date? A.—It was later in the month of 
October that I received it. 

Q.—Then you had it more than two weeks when 
you notified Mr. Shipherd that you would return 
it? A.—Yes; ! notified him that I could not serve 
him any longer in the relation of paid counsel. 
My letter shows that I still sympathized with the 
purposes of the company. 

Q.—Nevertheless, you did not deliver it up until 
the 26th of November, three weeks afterward, 
Then you wrote three letters—one to Mr, Shipherd, 
one to Mr. Eaton, and one to some other person. 
In your letter to Mr. Eaton you say that you never 
received, or expected to receive, anything of value 
from the company, Did you mean to convey the 
impression by that language to Mr. Eaton (and 
with whom you had once conferred as to whether 
you should take a fee) that you had never received, 
and never expected to receive, anything of value 
from the company, and that yourservices had been 
given without compensation or eEpectation of it? 
A.—No. I did not design to create that impression. 
My language is not capable of that construction. 

Q.—I ask your attention again to this language, 
(reading,) “ Ihave never received anything of value 
from the company,” Itis not true that you regard 
that scrip as of value, A.—I never regarded that scrip 
as of any essential value, or of any value, unless 
the projects of the company were carried out. The 
preliminary to that was the proposed agreement 
with Peru, and that had not been carried out, 
Whether it would bel could not, of course, state 
at that time, and up to that time that scrip had 
never any value. 

Q.—Suppose that Peru had acknowleged that in- 
debtedness, would you have considered that scrip 
then as having any value? A.—I should, provided 
that the company had thereupon been organized 
and money raised, and the project carried out. If 
both conditions—those in North America and those 
in South America—had been carried out, I think 
the company would have been a powerlul and 
wealthy corporation, 

Q.—Did you not believe, in the interview in 
which Mr. Shipherd named to you eminent capi- 
talists of New-York and other parts of the coun- 
try as interested with him in the enterprise, that 
they regarded that scrip as of value? A.—There 
was no scrip in existence until a long time after 
the interview that you refer to, nor did I under- 
stand or suppose that the claim was of any definite 
value unless certain things were accomplished. 

Q.—Did you not understand and believe that 
there were large capitalists in the country inter- 
ested in this movement? A.—I understood that 
there were many capitalists and business men who 
were ready, if the right foundation could be laid 
for a safe business transaction, to engage in it. 

Q.—Did not all of these facts make up the ele- 
ment of value? A.—Yes, and like the links of a 
chain, there is no chain unless the links are umted, 

Q.—Did you, in writing to Shipherd, use such 
language as this: “I can only now assure you that 
the United States will utter her voice in a manner 
which will mark an era in American diplomacy. 
The matter is being prepared, and within a week 
or two you will know what is done. You should 
act at once as thoughthe American ships of war 
were on their way to the Pacific coast. Perfect your 
plans. Everything has been just as you have want- 
editallthetime. The policy of the Government 
has been exactly right and is now. Any man who 
proposes to take part in your project should now 
take hold in earnest?’ A.—I think Idid,. Ihave 
not seen my letters anddo not know what their 
phraseology is, but I would have written in that 
strain. I have no doubt tnat I did so, as Mr. Ship- 
herd has undertaken to quote me. i 

Q.—With the Government backing this claim in 
the way that Mr. Shipherd wanted it done, did you 
not begin to think that there was some value in 
this scrip? A.—That letter was written after the 
practical suppression of the Government of Cal- 
deron; which had been initiatea by Chili for the 
purpose of making atreaty of peace; which had 
been recognized by the United States; which had 
been confirmed by the Congress of Peru, and 
which had extended its jurisdiction and practical 
control over the most of Peru. It was suppressed 
because Calderon had, under the instructions 
of the Peruvian Congress, declined to make peace 
on the basis of a cession of territory. I suppose 
that that act of Chili was by reason of the fact that 
Calderon had ceased to be the creature of Chi, 
and represented too fully the interests of his own 
country, and I suppose that Chili designed by his 
suppression to indicate its decided change of 
policy from that of receiving a pecuniary indem- 
nity, (which it had indicated to Mr. Kilpatrick,) and 
that it now proposed or openly avowed what may 
have been its real policy all the while—the inten- 
tion to dismember Peru. The action of the State 
Department (so tar as I knew or anticipated it) 
had no reference to these claims at al! and was not 
based upon their existence. But this action 
of the Chilian Government was felt to be 
an intentional insult to the American Govy- 
ernment and in direct violation of what 
bad come to be the understanding ot our Govern- 
ment as to the settled policy of Chili to receive her 
indemnity. Isupposed (asI have said in my ex- 
planation) that the result would be some demon- 
stration of that feeling on the part of our Govern- 
ment: that envoys should go there; that ships of 
war snould be sent to take them there, or might 
be ordered there, (one or more as the case might 
be;) and that then was presented an opportunity 
to Mr. Shipherd for sending his Commissioners to 
Peru to perfect an agreement with that Govern- 
ment, and to arrange what was all the time a con- 
dition precedent of the policy of our Government; 
that Peru should get the money from somewhere; 
that those New-York friends of his and others, on 
the strength of that Peruvian agreement, would 
raise the money and pay it to Peru. 

Mr. Blount remarked that he did not obiect to 
Mr. Blair making such answers as he desired, but 
he did not think that all this explanation had any- 
thing to do with the answer. The question was, 
whether or not, that being his understanding of the 
policy, of ae ene it did not give some 

alue to the sc’ 

: Mr, Blair—Thet yiew of the matter did not suz-

gest itself tome atall. I thought that the object 
of your examination was to give the impression 
that Ihad falsely stated in regard to py lief as 
to the value of this scrip when I wrote to Mr. Faton 
that I had received nothing of value. With all due 
respect to the committee and to the examiner, I do 
not feel that I ought to be subjected toa long 
examination to show that I wrote under the in- 
fluence of a motive of that kind. 

Mr. Blount quoted from the testimony of the 
witness as to Gen, Grant’s opinion being quite po- 
tential among the men whom mies relied upon 


to furnish the money for the Chillan indemnity, 
and he asked: ** How did you learn of Gen. Grant's 
opinion in regard to this matter?” A.—From the 
beginning I have kept silent in this matter, be- 
cause I did not care to call public attention to any 
Names in such a way that comment by the press 
might become unpleasant to them. I know nothing 
of the connection of any man with this affair 


of which he should be ashamed, and of which he 
should not, on the contrary, be proud, as I be- 
lieve. I have known something, through others, 
ofthe connection of Gen, Grant with it. I have 
seen his own signature, but I do not wish to say 
one word about it,and I do not think that the 
committee, which has so many other avenues of 
information open to it, should press me in that 
direction, I have taken what the press had to say 
against myself, and I calculate that I can stand up 
under it, but if other persons do not wish the 
criticism of the press I do not care to be instru- 
mental in calling public attention to them. 

L Pps submitted yourself to our examination, 
and I ask the question? A.—I will answer it if the 
committee say so. 

Mr, Blount—I want it answered. 

Mr, Blair—I do not intena in any communication 
that I make to the committee to trespass upon the 
relations which properly exist between counsel 
and client. ‘This information came to me, so far 
as Gen, Grant and some others are concerned, 
(persons not connected with the Government.) 
purely through that relation. I would not be 
likely to have the information but for that relation. 
Mr. Shipherd himself testified to some extent with 
reference to Gen, Grant. I know nothing what- 
ever discreditable to Gen, Grant in this matter, 
but, on the contrary, I think, so far as his connec- 
tion with this matter is concerned, it is quite hon- 
orable to him. The committee can do as it pleases 
aboutit. Ido not know much in that direction. 
Ido know something. 

Mr. Blount, (addressing the Chairman)—The _ wit- 
ness says that he knows nothing to the discredit of 
Gen, Grant in connection with this matter. I want 
to disavow any intimation of anything of that sort, 
but if any ‘gentlemen in this country have been 
trying to use Gen, Grant’s name for the purpose of 
influencing this Administration to enforce those 
claims against Peru, ] want the witness to refuse 
to answer the question about them or to answer it, 

The Chairman—I understand that you insist upon 
the question. 

Mr. Blount—I do. There is no question, I suppose, 
in the mind of | member of this committee but 
that Mr. Shipherd and the Peruvian Company have 
been endeavoring to use the power of this Govern- 
ment to collect from Peru $1,200,000,000. They have, 
among other things, sought to bring to bear the 
name of Gen. Grant in order to influence the Ad- 
ministration toward a given policy in South Ameri- 
ca. Now, I want to know who these gentlemen 
are, and I think itis pertinent to this inquiry. I 
have no knowledge what may come of it. 

The Chairman asked Mr. Blair whether he de- 
clined to answer the question as claiming the privi- 
lege of counsel. 

Mr. Blair—I have not declined to answer this par- 
ticular question. I said that I would claim that 
privilege where I thought it properly applied. I 
think that no committee would expect me to come 
here and disclose relations between attorney and 
client, Jam willing that the committee shall have 
everything I knowin the matter that does not In- 
volve that relation. As to this specific question, I 
understand the committee to say that it requires 
the question to be answered, and without refer- 
ence to what I may do in regard to other ques- 
tions I say that my knowledge of Gen. Grant’s 
relations to opinions of and _ inclinations in 
regard to this claim, were derived through 
statements which Mr, Shipberd made to myself 
and {rom no other source, except the formal in- 
dorsement of Gen. Grant’s approval (as | recollect 
it) of the demands made upon Chili and Peru set- 
ting forth these claims. I may be wrong as to the 
instrument on which I saw his approval and in- 
dorsement. It might have been some dispatch 
which it was deemed necessary to have sent in ref- 
erence to their presentation by our Ministers to the 
Governments of Peru and Chill, 

Q.—You understood (to use your own expression) 
that Gen. Grant favored a formal demand upon 
Peru for the adjustment of these claims. A.—I 
said that his indorsement was cither on this format 
demand or on some dispatch which he thought 
right to send with reference to the presentation of 
this demand by our Ministers in Peru and Chili to 
the Governments of those countries, respectively, 

Q.—You stated, in reference to Shipherd’s testi- 
mony, as to your telling him to quote the Secretary 
much stronger than you had ever quoted him, that 
you did not recall any such expressions. Can you 
say positively whether or not you used such expres- 
sions? A.—I have noideathat I used expressions 
in that form, and I have no idea either that I failed 
to impress on Mr. Shipherd my belief that the atti- 
tude taken by the Government would be main- 
tained—that is, that the Government would con- 
tinue to ask of Chili that an opportunity should be 
afforded by negotiations for Peru to obtain a pecu 
niary indemnity, and that a dismemberment of her 


territory should not not be insisted upon as a pre- 
liminary condition. 


Q.—Do you think that Mr, Shipherd willfully mis- 
represented you in that quotation? <A,-—That 
ralses a question which most certainly Iam under 
no obligation to answer. Mr, Shipherd has been 
before this committee. The committee bas seen a 
great deal more of him than I ever did, and has 
had quite as good an opportunity to judge in re- 
spect to the character of his mind as I have bad. 
While he may sometimes assert things from too 
great hopetulness and buoyancy of disposition, I 
do not believe that he means to misrepresent any- 
thing. ’ 

Q.—Is that your opinion of him? A.—Mr. Ship- 
herd is aman of extraordinary powers of mind in 
some directions and of very great peculiarities in 
other directions. I have never fallen in with such 
a man before or since. 

Mr. Blount read from Shipherd’s testimony an 
account of the interview with Mr. Blaine at which 
the conversation |s supposed to have turned upon 
the attempt to bribe Mr. Hurlbut, and he asked 
the witness whether any such conversation had 
taken place. A.-—-I have no recollection of any 
such conversation as that at all, and I do not see 
how I could have participated in it -ithout recol- 
lecting it. 

Q.—And you do not believe that there is any 
truth in the statement? A.—I have made my an- 
swer. 

The witness was then examined at considerable 
length as to his knowledge of the Landreau claim 
and of the Cochet claim, and he was asked whether 
he thought that the Landreau claim was a case 
that required the intervention of the Government 
if the facts were true that Theophile Landreau and 
Jobin C. Landreau were both French citizens at the 
time of the origination of the claim. 

Mr. Blair—If John C. Landreau was naturalized 
in 1867, and if the claim originated earlier, of course 
he was not an American citizen when the ciaim 
originated; but whether there may not be other 
facts on which the action of the Committee of For- 
eign Affairs and of the House of Representatives 
and of the State Department were based, which 
made the Landreau claim one of which one-half is 
owned by an American, I cannot now state. 

Mr. Rice—In your first statement you said 
that you were convinced of the justice of those 
claims? A,—Yes—I do not mean as to amount, 
but that there was something due—that there was 
something at the bottom of them. 

Adjourned until 10 o'clock to-morrow.

Our attention has been called to a circular 
letter issued by Messrs. Breese & Smith, brokers, 
in which certain statements are made regarding 
the New-York, Chicago and St. Louis Railroad 
Company which are calculated to alarm the holders 
of the securities of that company. We briefly an- 
swer the main assertions. Messrs, Breese & Smith 
say: Firstly, that no contract has been made 
with the Illinois Central Railroad Company for the 
use of their terminal facilities in Chicago. This 
is false. A contract has been duly executed by 
the proper officers of both railroad companies, 
and approved by the Board of Directors, for 


the use of all the terminal facilities which 
the company will require in Chicago. Secondly, 
Messrs. Breese & Smith state that the road {s not 
laid with steel rails, but with old rails. This is 
false. The entire line is laid with new steel rails 
of the best quality. Thirdly, Messrs. Breese & 
Smith state that the trestles along the line are of 
wood and insecure, This is false. The bridges and 
trestles are of iron, with stone abutments, except 
in some places where temporary trestles are used 
until the same can be filled with earth. Fourthly, 
Messrs. Breese & Smith assert that the entire 
funds of the company are exhausted and the com- 
pany have not the means for finishing the road, 
This is false. The company have raised all the 
funds necessary to thoroughly build and equip the 
road. Fifthly, Messrs. Breese & Smith assert 
that the company will! own no rolling stock, 
but have mede a contract by which the rolling 
stock is leased of the Messrs. Pullman. This is 
false. The company have already purchased six 
millions of dollars ($6,000,000) worth of rolling stock, 
separate and in addition to the contract with the 
Messrs. Pullman, which relates only to sleeping 
cars, and is similar to the contracts with the Penn- 
sylvania Central Railroad Company and other large 
railroad companies. Sixthly, Messrs. Breese & 
Smith say that the bonded debt of the company is 
unlimited. This is false. The limit of the mortgage 
debt is fifteen millions of dollars ($15,000,000.) Sev- 
enthly, Messrs. Breese & Smith assert that no 
grounds are secured in South Chicago for shops, 
This is false. The Calumet Canal Company 
of Chicago have agreed to donate 60 
acres of land in South Chicago to the 
company for the erection of shops. If the as- 
sertions had been mere matters of opinion we 
would not have noticed them, but whero a firm 
ublicly make assertions as facts which are abso- 
utely false, and regarding which they could have 
readily ascertained the truth by making inquiries 
either at the company’s offices or at our own in 
this City, we think we owe it to the holders of the 
securities of the company to contradict them.

CONCLUSION OF THE : TESTIMONY 
OF THE MOTHER. 
MRS. CRAMER UNDER CROSS-EXAMINATION— 


TESTIMONY OF PERSONS WHO SAW MISS 


CRAMER AND MISS DOUGLASS TOGETH- 


ER—OTHER WITNESSES EXAMINED. 
NEw-Haven, May 5.—In the Malley trial 


this morning the cross-examination of Mrs. Cra- 
mer was concluded, ex-Judge Blydenburgh asking 


the questions, After the first inquiry had been 
put, State Attorney Doolittle said sharply: “* Who 
do you inquire for?’ “For James Malley,” re- 
sponded Mr. Blydenburgh. The witness testified 
as tollows: ‘‘ The first time James Malley came to 


the house was on July 12. He calied three times, 
and Jennie always opened the door. James was 


pointed out to me by Jennie in Malley’s store the 
previous Fall. I do not remember that my little 


daughter Minnle ever opened the door when James 
came. Jennie always attended to her own com- 
pany. I found letters among my daughter's effects 
from other parties than James and Blanche—quite 
a large number of them.” 


Mr, Blydenburgh—From other gentlemen—some 
of them? 


Mr. Doolittle~I object to that—going into details. 

Mr. Blydenburgh—I'll not press it then. 

The witness continued: ‘Jennie always opened 
the door for ber company and for mine, too; it was 
her custom to wait on the door.” 

Mr. Blydenburgh—Do you judge from her gen- 
eral custom of waitingon the door that she opened 
the door when James came, or do you know it? If 
you can't remember say so, it will save time. 

There was no answer tothis question and, after 
@ pause the lawyer passed to another matter. He 
read the note, dated Aug. 3, purporting to come 
from Blanche Dougiass and inviting Jennie to go 
with her, Walter, and James to the house of Wal- 
ter’s father that night. Mrs. Cramer said Jennie 
saw the letter but did not read it. 

‘Q.—Then if she went to the Elliott House that 
age was not in answer to that invitation? A.— 

o, Sir. 

Q.—Have you told all that occurred at your inter- 
view with James Malley at the store Thursday 
afternoon? A,—Yes, Sir, 

Q.—You feel sure that yourememberitall? A. 

A.-—Yes, 


s, Sir. 

Q.—Do you know what you said first? 

Sir; I asked him if he knew where Jennie was, tell- 
ing him she had disappeared from home. He said 
he thought she was all right at home. 

Q.—Didn’t you say this—that you would like to 
have a little private conversation with him? A,— 
Perhaps I did. 

Q.—And didn’t be say in substance, ‘ Certainly, 
please step this way?’ A.—I think he did. 

Q.—You didn’t remember this before? A.—No, I 
remember it now that you put me in mind of it. 

Q.—Don't you recollect telling him that Jennie 
came home at 11 o'clock that morning with Blanche 
Douglass, and that she had gone away again? A.— 
I told James she had come home with Blanche and 
went away again. I don't believe I asked James if 
he knew where Miss Douglass was. I only asked 
about Jennie. I said to him, ‘*I don’t like the 
looks of Miss Dougiass."” I knew she was stopping 
at the Elliott House, and expected that Jennie 
would be in her company—supposed she could not 
be anywhere else, ! went out that afternoon for 
the sole purpose of finding my daugbter, and went 
to Edward Malley’ store for that purpose. I did 
not goto the Elliott House, because my husband 
went there first. 

Q.—How do you know your husband went there? 
A.—Do you think that my husband would tell me 
a lie and say that be went to the Elliott House when 
he did not? 


Q.—Did you say anything to James about Jennie 
having possibly gone to New-York? A.—I believe 
so; I remember saying she could not have gone, as 


she had on a white dress and had only 42 cents in 
money. 
(.—Didn’t you say you thought Jennie was at 
rai oe House with Miss Douglass? A.—I think 
ida, 


Q,—-Do you remember asking James to see Miss 
Douglass and ask her about Jennie? A.—I don’t 
think I did. 

Q.—Did you not sayin substance to James this: 
*“Willyou dome the favor to callon Miss Doug- 
lass, and if Jennie is there teli her that what her 
mother said this morning she did not mean,and that 
she would like to have her come home?’ A.—I 
don’t remember saying that. I guess Iean swear 
l never said anything of the kind. I remember 
asking James to see her home early that evening. 
I asked him tosee her home or try to have her 
come home as soon as he found where she was. 

Q.—You depended upon Jamesto bring Jennie 
home, did you not? A.—I did, at least in part; he 
promised me he would do what he could, and I 
relled upon his promise. He also promised to 
write me if he could not find her. 

Q.—And he kept that promise? 

There was no response tothisinquiry. In reply 
to further questions the witness said: ** Thursday 
afternoon, when Miss Douglass and Jennie came 
to the house, I was introduced to Miss Douglass. I 
don’t Know whether she arose from her seat 
or not. I only lookea once at her—that was 
enough for me. I came tothe opinion of treat- 
ing her that way when I looked at her; 
that was enough. It was her countenance.” 
Blanche Douglass colored a little while this 
testimony was being given; her eyes were directed 
toward the witness, but were not on her. Mr. Bly- 
denburgh closed his cross-examination by asking, 
slowly and impressively: ‘* Mrs, Cramer, can you 
repeat the last words you ever said to JennieY” 
Mrs. Cramer clasped her hands together nervously 
and said: “Yes, Sir, 1 think I can. ‘When your 
sister comes home I think that itis best that we 
find another bome for you.’” 

Mr. Blydenburgh—Ané the next you heard of her 
her body was found floating off Savin Rock? A.— 
Yes, Sir. 

On the re-direct Mrs. Cramertestified as follows: 
** When my husband went out to look for Jennie 
he first went to the Eliott House. The porter 
there tola him that Jennie had gone to New-York, 
and I told James so at the store that afternoon.” 

Q.—And was it at that time that he told you if he 
found her he would write you a note? A.—Yes, 
Sir. 

Q.—And when you asked him if he found her to 
bring her home that evening he said he couldn't, 
because he had an engagement to go to the shore? 
A.—Yes Sir. 

Q.—Whotold you on Wednesday, before Jennie’s 
death, that she was going to the depot, to Little 
Orange-street, and then to the Elliott House? A.— 
Jennie told me herself. She said she wanted to 
find who the handkerchief [Blanche Douglass’s} be- 
longed to. I think Jennie told me on her return 
from her drive to Branford that she was introduced 
to Miss Douglass by James Malley. The next time 
she met James he told her Blanche was a cousin of 
his from New-York; that her home was in Flush- 
ing, N. Y. 

Foster 8. Bassett, a reporter for a local newspa- 
per, was called to the stand to testify that he heard 
Jennie Cramer’s father, now dead, testify at the 
preliminary examination before Justiee Booth, at 
West Haven, that he fully identified the body 
found on the morning of Aug. 6 as that 
of his daughter. Mr. Jones, of counsel 
for the defense, objected to the testimony 
on the ground that Bassett could not give the exact 
words, but the court ruled that his evidence was 
admissible. The witness then testified that Mr. 
Cramer bad testified that the body he had seen on 
the occasion mentioned was that of his daughter, 
Mr. Bassett also testified that he thought Mr. Cra- 
mer testified in relation to going to the Elliott 
House, looking for his daughter, before the finding 
of the body. He could not remember the words 
used and was excused, there being no cross-exami- 
nation. 

Mrs. Matilda Miller, wife of Charles H. Miller, 
keeper of a billiard-room inthe Adelphi Building, 
at Chapel and Union streets, testified that she had 
known Jennie E. Cramer 14 vears, and saw her last, 
Thursday, Aug. 4, between 2:30 and 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon, while the witness was sitting ata 

window of the billiard-room. Jennie was on the 
corner of Union andj Chapel streets, on the south 
side of Chapel, and in company with a lady, 

Q.—Did you know who the lady was? A.—I 
knew from what Jennie told me, that it was Miss 
Douglass, from New-York. [Blanche Douglass has 
always maintained that she never saw Jennie sub- 
sequent to 11 o’clock on that day.] 


Mr. Jones objected to this hearsay method of 
identification. and was sustained by the court; but 
the witness pointed out Blanche in the court-room 
as the lady mentioned. Blanche appeared deeply 
interested in the witness, and watched her face 
closely. Mrs. Miller continued: “I had seen 
Jennie before with that lady on the 27th of July, 
between 6 and 7 o’clock in the morning, near the 
Grays’ Armory on Chapel-street, going toward 
Olive. (The armory is less than half a block beiow 
Miller’a place; the Elliott House is just a block 
below, on the corner of Chapel and Olive.) I saw 
Miss Douglass after Aug. 4 at the Austin House. 
It was the Saturday evening, I think, after Jennie’s 
body was found. I boarded at the Austin House 
at thattime. I heard of Jennie Cramer’s death 
about 12:45 o’clock Saturday, Aug. 6, and saw Mrs. 
Cramer at her house about 15 minutes afterward.” 

The witness was asked what was said by Mrs, 
Cramer iv reference to the death of her daughter, 
but on objection being made the answer was rule 
out. The witness continued: “I saw Blanche at 
Sheriff Peck’s house and identified her, I know 
James Malley, and was introduced to him about 
the 17th of July by Jennie, in front of my house, on 
the stairs; James was with her. Miss Douglass 
registered at the Austiu House under the name of 
*B. Clements,’”’ 

Ex-Judge Stoddard cross-examined Mrs. Miller, 
and succeeded in getting more testimony of a self- 
contradictory character. The witness said she was 
in West Haven Wednesday, Aug. 3, having left 
home about 2 o'clock. She was on the third floor 
when she saw Jennie. “She was on the north 
side of Chapel, crossing Union-sireet. She was 
on the inside of the walk between me and 
Miss Douglass, I was sitting at the last 
window from Union-street, facing Chapel.” yodge 
Stoddard asked the witness if she nad not said she 
was at the Union-street window. The witness an- 
swered that she had said “a window on Chapel- 
street, the last from Union.” In thig she was sup- 
ported by State Attorney Doolittle.

Mr. Mattoon went 
with me. I supposed I went to see Miss Douglass, 


but Mr. Hull, who asked me to go, said I was to 
‘see a lady.’ Mr. Blydenburgh asked a question, 
but before it was generally understood the State’s 
Attorney asked him _ on whose behalf he was about 
to cross-examine. Mr. Blydenburgh said: “For 
James Malley.”’ 


Q.—Did you not testify at West Haven that you 
could only see just the tip of Miss Douglass's hat?

She 
saw her Aug, 3, about 5:50 o’clock in the afternoon, 
ata window of the Elliott House, on the second 
floor. A lady was with her. Witness saw her 
again Thursday, Aug. 4, about 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon standing in front of the Elliott House, at 
the ladies’ entrance. The same lady was with her. 
The witness had not seen that lady since. 

Q.—When aid you next see Jennie? A.—Thurs- 
day evening, at the same window. There was a 
lady with her. It was about 6 o’clock. Jennie was 
at that time standing, arranging mitts on her arms, 
as close to the window as she could get. [{Mrs. 
Klippstein’s window being opposite the window of 
the Elliott House room and one story higher, she 
could overlook the room to some extent. ]}

OBITUARY.

REAR-ADMIRAL JOHN RODGERS. 
Rear-Admiral John Rodgers, who has been 


suffering acutely for several weeks from Bright’s 
disease, died at his residence on Georgetown 


Heights, District of Columbia, at 8 o’clock last 


everning. Admiral Rodgers was a native of Mary- 


land, and was appointed a Midshipman from the 
District of Columbia, April 13, 1828. He was at- 
tached to the frigate Constellation, in the Mediter- 
ranean squadron, from 1829 to 1882, and 


was at the Naval School at Norfolk in 
1838 and 1834. Hewaspromotedto Passed Midship- 
man June 14, 1834; was on leave in 1835; with the 
brig Dolphin in the Brazilian squadron from 1886 to 
1838, and on special service in 1839. He was com 
missioned Lieutenant Jan. 22, 1840; was on the 


brig Boxer, home squadron, from 1841 to 
1848; on special service during 1844 and 
1845; on the sloop Marion in the Med- 
iterranean fquadron in 1846 and 1847; 
in the coast survey from 1848 to 1852; was com- 
manding the steamer John Hancock, and engaged 
in surveying and exploring expeditions to the 
North Pacific and China Seas from 1853 to 1856. 
He was commissioned as Commander Sept. 14, 
1855; .was on special duty at Washington from 1857 
to 1859, and was on waiting orders in 1860. 

In 1861 Commander Rodgers was ordered to 


special duty in the West, superintending the con- 
struction of the Benton class of iron-clads. In 
1862 he was assigned to the command of 
the iron-clad steamer Galena, and ordered 
to the North Atlantic biockading squadron. 
On May 10, 1862, he left Hampton Roads in command 
of an expedition of gun-boats, with orders to enter 
the James River and, if possible, to ascend 
the river to Richmond. After two engage- 


ments with rebel batteries, which were 
in each instance silenced, the fleet reached 
Fort Darling, a casemated battery, erected on the 
crest of a bill, which, together with sunken ves- 
sels, effectually obstructed the channel. On the 
morning of May 15 Commander Rodgers 
anchored the Galena in front of and at a 
distance of 500 yards from the rebel fort. The 
Aroostook and Port Royal, both wooden gun- 
boats, were stationed 809 yards below the flag- 
ship, At 8 J the vessels opened 
fire on Fort Darling, and from that 
time until noon kept up a vigorous bombardment. 


Ten minutes later Commander Rodgers, having 
expended every shot and shell in the maga- 


zine and shell-room of the Galena, made 
signal to withdraw from action, the vyes- 
sels retiring in good order, and giving the 
rebelsa parting shotas they steamed down the 
river. The monitor being unable to give sufficient 
elevation to her guns, and the Naugatuck having 
burst her rifle-gun atthe first fire, were rendered 
useless so far as the fort was concerned, al- 
though both vessels did good service ‘during 
the action by stationing their crews as sharpshoot- 
ers and picking off the rebel riflemen, who greatly 
annoyed the crews of the wooden vessels, The 
armor of the Galena did not prove of any service 
to her. She was hit 129 times, losing in killed and 
wounded two-thirds of hercrew. The Aroostook 
and Port Royal suffered to a less extent. 

Commander Rodgers was commissioned as Cap- 
tain July 16, 1862. In 1863 he was ordered to the 
command of the monitor Weehawken, and saiied 
from New-York in that vessel for the 
South Atlantic blockading squadron. On bis way 
south, and while off the Delaware Breakwater, he 
encountered aheavy gale. He was urged torun 
in and remain until the storm abated. This 
he declined to do, saying he wished 
to test the  sea-going qualities of the 
monitors. The Weehawken rode out the gale and 
reached Port more in safety. OnJune 17, 1863, in 
Warsaw Sound, Georgia, Capt. Rodgers, in 
the Weehawken, encountered the powerful 
rebel iron-clad Atlanta, a vessel of much 
greater tonnage than the Weehawken. 
So confident were the rebels of a speedy victor 
that the Atlanta was accompanied from Savona’ 
to the scene of action by boats freighted with gay 
parties eager to witness the triumph of their ves- 
sel. Five shots were fired by the Weehawken. 
The fight lasted only 15 minutes, at the end of 
which time the Atlanta surrendered. An impor- 
tant feature of this conflict was the final settle- 
ment of the dispute as to the value of the new 15- 
inch gun, which fully proved its merit, 

Capt. Rodgers was commissioned as Commodore 
June 17, 1863. He commanded the iron-clad Dicta- 
tor in special service im 1864 and 1865: com- 
manded the monitor Monadnock in 1866 and 1867, 
and in that vessel made the passage around 
Cape Horn to San Francisco. He touched at Val- 
paraiso and witnessed the bombardment of that 
place by the Spanish fleet. He was in command of 
the navy-yard in Boston from 1867 to 1869, and 
was commissioned as Rear-Admiral Dec. 31, 
1869. He commanded the Asiaatic fleet 
from 1870 to 1872; was Commandant at Mare 
lsland Navy-yard, California, from 1873 to 1877, 
and was appointed Superintendent of the Naval 
Observatory in Washington in 1877 and Chair- 
man of the Light-houso Board. He received the 
thanks of the United States Congress for his 
gallant and _ meritorious services. His father, 
Commodore Rodgers, United States Navy, was in 
the war of 1812. Admiral Rodgers was a 
brother-in-law of Gen. Meigs, Quartermaster- 
General, United States Army, and of 
Gen. Macomb, United States Engineers, who 
superintended the construction of the 
famous Keokuk canal. Admiral Rodgers fired the 
first gun in the Mississippi squadron, while in his 
flac-ship, the gun-boat A. O, Tylor, in the Missis- 
sippi River.

MAJOR WILLIAM J. TWINING. 

Major William J. Twining, Engineer Corps, 
United States Army, and one of the Commissioners 
of the District of Columbia, died at Washington, 
D.. C., at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, of pneu- 
monia. Major Twining was a native of Indiana, 


and was appointed a Cadet to the West Point Mili- 
tary Academy from that State, being graduated 
fourth in a class of 25 in 1863. Atgraduation he 
was appointed First Lieutenant of Engineers, and 
served in the war of the rebellion, first as Assistant 
Engineer of the Department of the Cumberland. 
and later as Chief Engineer of the Department of 
the Ohio, of the Twenty-third Army Corps, and of 
North Carolina. He was engaged in the invasion 
of Georgia; in the operations against Gen. Hood’s 
army, in Tennessee; in the battles at Franklin and 
Nashville, Tenn.; in the movement to the mouth 
of Cape Fear River, and the operations in 
North Carolina in February, March, and 
April, 1865. He was brevetted Yiajor and Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel of Volunteers, and subsequently 
Captain and Major in the regular Army, for gallant 
and meritorious services. He was Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Engineering from Aug, 31, 1865, to April 
23, 1867, at West Point. and was appointed Captain 
of Engineers Dec. 28, 1865. At the conclusion of 
his labors at West Point he was made Chief En- 
gineer of the Department of Dakota and aide-de- 
camp to Gen. Terry. He was Engineer of the 
Sixth Light-house District from March, 1870, to 
June, 1871; in command of the engineer company 
at Willett’s Point, N. x., from July, 1871, to June, 
1872; Commissioner for the survey of the United 
States boundary line along the forty-ninth parallel, 
from June, 1872, to July, 1876, and for a year from 
the latter date was superintending engineer of the 
survey of the Union and Central Pacitic Railways. 
He served as assistant to the Chief of Engineers at 
Washington from June, 1877, to June, 1878, and was 
promoted-to be Major Oct. 16, 1877. He was ap- 
pointed Commissioner of the Listrict of Columbia 
June 27, 1878, which office he held at the time of his 
death.

Mr. Cornelius Du Bois, some years ago a 
well-known business man of this City, died at his 
residence in West New-Brighton, Staten Island, 
yesterday, at the age of 72 years. Mr, Du Bois was

THOMAS J. McKAITIG. 
The Hon. Thomas J. McKaig, a member 


of tthe! Washington Cdéunty (Md.) Bar and well 
known throughout the State, died suddenly yes- 
terday morning at his country residence, " Rock- 
lana,” seven miles from Hagerstown, in the seven- 
ty-eighth year of his age.

CARELESSNESS OF A GATE-KEEPER — COL- 
LISION IN FLORIDA. 


Cuicaco, May 5.—Through the carelessness 


of a gate-keeper a collision occurred this morning 
at Forty-second-street, between a Lake Shore 
passenger train and a Grand Trunk freight train, 
by which James Corrigan was instantly killed, 
Beauford Hancock and J. J. Joy made cripples for 
life, and several other persons badly shaken up. 
Mr. Joy is the Assistant Solicitor of the Grand 
Trunk Railway. One of his legs was cut off at the 
knee. The switch-house, the tender of the freight 
engine, and the Lake Shore passenger car were 
completely destroyed. The engineer and fireman 
of the freight train and the flagman were arrested. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., May 5.—The mail train 
which left this city last evening at 7:40 o’ciock for 
Tallahassee, came in collision with a log train com- 
ing to the city, near the White House station, 11 
miles west of here. The log train was five minutes 
behind time, and was running down to back up on 
the siding. The engineer on the passenger train 
supposed the other train was on the siding until 
too late to prevent a collision. The two engines 
were badly smashed, and Henry Hewlett, the old- 
est engineer. and the first who ever pulled a throt- 
tle-valve in Florida, was killed instantly, his body 
being severed about the thighs and jammed be- 
tween the tender and the car, Henry Simmons, a 
colored fireman, was badly injured and will prob- 
ably die. Mr. Stebbins. the engineer on the passen- 
ger train, jumped and escaped with a sprained 
ankle. The passengers all escaped uninjured. The 
dead and wounded have been brought to the city. 


LOSSES BY FIRE. 


The factory of the Kinderhook Mannufactur- 
ing Company, at Kinderhook, N. Y., was destroyed 
by fire yesterday afternoon.

TELEGRAPH MONOPOLY EXTENDED. 

Orrawa, Ontario, May 5.—The vote of the 
Canadian Senate last night confirming by 35 to 11 
the act recently passed by the Commons legalizing 
the amalgamation of the entire telegraph system 
of the Dominion is claimed virtually to create a 
contract hetween the Government and the Great 
North-western Telegraph Company, giving the lat- 


ter a monopoly of the business provided it is done 
efiiciently and at a uniform rate, irrespective of dis- 
tances, limited to 25 cents for 10 words, which, 
owing to the perfection of the Canadian system, 
can be done with profit. The rate has hitherto, 
under competition, been 20 cents. The Western 
Union Company, of which the Great North-western 
is an annex, thus secures practical control not onl 
of the present Canadian lines, but also of the terri- 
torv of the North-west. The important land lines 
in the maritime provinces reaching to all the 
cables, and the passession of which was threatened 
with Government assumption, are also now per- 
manently secured to the Western Union.

NEW RULES FOR THE HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—The House Commit- 
tee on Rules agreed to-day to report a resolution 
which provides that ‘‘on each day of the remain-' 


der of the session, other than the first and third 
Mondays of each month und the last six days 


of the session, whenever, on motion, the 
morning hour be dispensed with by a two- 
thirds vote, that hour _ shall be set apart 
for the consideration of bills on the sevy- 
eral calendars and on the Speaker's table under 
the tollowing regulations : The States and Terri- 
tories shall be called in order, as now provided for, 
and as each is called one of its members shall be 
named by the Speaker, selected in alphabeticai or- 
der, who may move the consideration of a bill. If 
objected to by 10 members rising in their 
seats, it shall not be considered; otherwise, 
the member making the motion shall be 
entitled to five minutes for explanation of his bill 
or instead thereof to the reading of the report ac- 
companying the same, provided it shall not occupy 
more than five minutes, and if demanded five min- 
utes shall be allowed for debate in opposition, and 
then a vote shall be taken. The call of States shall 
go on from day to day until completed as above 
provided, and whenever all the members or dele- 
gates from any State or Territory have been named 
by the Speaker such State or Territory shall there- 
after be omitted from tne cali until all the mem. 
bers and delegates have been so named. Any 
member or delegate not answering when his name 
is called shall be considered to have waived his 
privilege. The commitee believe that this resolu: 
tion, if adopted, will greatly facilitate business and 
will give each member an opportunity to sccure 
action upon the measure in which he may be spew 
cially interested.

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 
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THE WESTERN UNION SUITS. 
ARGUMENTS UPON THE APPEALS FROM 
JUDGE TRUAX’S DECISIONS. 


Arguments upon the appeals from the 
jJodements rendered by Judge Truax in favor of 
the defendants in the suit of William 8. Williams 
against the Western Union Telegraph Company, its 
Directors individually, and the Union Trust Com- 
pany, and in that of Rufus Hatch against the 
same defendants, with the addition of the Ameri- 
can Union and Atlantic and Pacifio Telegraph 
Companies, were heara by the Superior Court, 
General Term, yesterday. Judges Freedman, 
Russell, and Arnoux sat upon the bench. 
The suits of Messrs. Williams and Hatch, 


who are stockholders of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, were brought to restrain the 
execution of the agreement made on Jan. 19, 1881, 
for the purchase of the property of the American 
Union and Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph Compa- 
nies by the Western Union; for the increase of the 
capital stock of the last named corporation from 
$40,000,000 to $80,000,000; for the payment of $24,- 
000,000 of the new stock to the seller companies; 
and for the distribution of $15,000,000 of the new 
ptock among the stockholders of the Western 
Union. On the trials of the causes before him in 
Special Term, Judge Truax decided that the stock- 
holders had contributed $15,526,590 of property to 
‘the capital stock of the Western Union, and were 

roperly entitled to receive stock representing that 
contribution. 

Upon the hearing yesterday Messrs, Robert 
Sewell and Aaron P. Whitehead appeared for 
Messrs. Hatch and Williams, and Gen. Wager 
Bwayne and Mr. Aaron J. Vanderpoel for the de- 

endants. Mr. Whitehead spoke first, confining 

imself mainly to a statement of the propositions 
of law relied upon by his side. Mr. Sewell argued 
the matter in detail. Helaid particular stress upon 
‘his assertion that there is no statutory or common 
law authority for the payment by a corporation of 
its own stock to its stockholders, although it could 
issue its stock in payment for property acquired in 
return. He conceded that the Western Union had 
the right to increase its capital stock up to $65,000,- 
€v0 in order to provide means for the purchase of 
the property of the other two companies, but be 
denied that, while proviaing for this increase, the 
company had the right to provide for what it 
‘called an additional increase of $15,000.000 to be 
distributed among its stockholders, for, measured 
by ail the facts in the case, this so-called increase 
was really a reduction of the capital from $65,000,- 
000 to $50,000,000. Such a reduction as this the de- 
fendants had no right to make, and as a penalty 
for making it the individual defendants should be 
compelled to pay back to the company the value of 
‘the stock thus taken from it. There was no proof 
‘before the court, Mr. Sewell Insisted, that surplus 
earnings of the Western Union which had been de- 
fiected from the dividend funds for 16 years had been 
used in purchasing property of that value; and, 
even if they had, there was no legal ground upon 
which to base a distribution of that property 
among the holders of the capital stock. The capi- 
tal stock of a corporation, he argued, is not 
mvasured by its property, foritcan own $2,000,- 
000 of property and yet have a capital stock 
of but $1,000,000, And this surplus of 
$1,000,000 would not be part of the capital stock, 
ns, in some cases, {t might be an evidence of 
the indebtedness of the corporation. It would 
ordinarily be the surplus property of the company, 
and not immediately subject to the stockhoiders. 
The individual defendants, he argued, had donea 
wrongful act in apportioning among stockholders 
that which, if it existed at all, belonged to the 
Western Union Company as a corporation, and not 
as amere collection of individuals. And, as this 
wrongful act was necessary to the execution of the 
agreement of consolidation, it must follow the 
Geclaration of this act to be iliegal, that 
that agreement shall fall to the ground 
as nulland vold. The consequences of declaring 
the agreement void did not come within the view 
of the court. Theyaffected the individual deferd- 
ants alone, who had carried out their purpose in 
the face of injunctions and of lis pendens. They 
had taken the Increased stock themselves, and very 
much of it had been issued to one of them, who 

robably still bolds it, for withina month or two he 
124 made a public exhibition of it. Arguments 
were made by Gen. Swayne and Mr, Vanderpoel 
forthe defenaants in support of the proposition 
that the distribution of stock was lawful, the West- 
erp Union having lost nothing by it, and its stock- 
holders having got what was previously their prop- 
erty, but of which they had no exact evidence, De- 
cision was reserved.

LIABILITY FOR INJURIES. 
A DECISION SETTLING A LONG-DISPUTED 
POINT OF LAW. 

An important question of law which has 
een debated for many years was finally settled 
‘by a decision rendered by the Court of Appeals 
last week. This decision {3 that a person or cor- 
poration that gives compensation to an injured 
person in his life-time is not responsible in further 
damages to his personal representatives in case he 
Bubsequently dies of his injuries. The question 
was before the Court of Appeals in 1861 in the case 

f Dibble against the Erie Railway Company. It 


was then argued twice without result, the Judges 
planding three tothree, Before it coula be argued 
a third time the suit was settled. From that time 
up to last Winter cases of a similar character 
were decided upon the authority of the 
decision of the Supreme Court, General 
‘Term, in the Seventh Department, which was 
@gainst the plaintiff Dibble. This practice was first 
ideparted from by the General Term, in, Brooklyn, 
‘which held, in the case of Schlichting against 
‘Wintgen, that the plaintiff had aright to sue for 
Gamages for the death of her husband from inju- 
ries for which he had been personally compensated 
‘during nis illness. 

The case in which the Court of Appeals has 
settied the law is that of Aan Littlewood against 
the Mayor, &c., of this City. Patrick Littlewood, 
‘the plaintiff's husband, was injured by being 
thrown from a truck which he was driving ina 
street where the pavement was in a bad condition. 
He sued the City, and obtained $2,500 damages in 
March, 1879. The judgment was satisfied by the 
City, and he died a few months later. His wife 
then began her suit for $5,000 damages, and 
the City pleaded the recovery by Little- 
wood as a bar to the new action. The 
Court of Appeals, in an opinion written 
by Judge Rapallo, upholdsthis plea, declaring 
that the act of 1847, under which the suit was be- 
gun, does not create a new liability for a person 
who injures another, but merely gives the personal 
representatives of the injured party, in case of his 
death, the same right to sue as he would have had 
if he had lived. ‘The effect of creating a new lia- 
pility against the wrong-doer, the opinion says, 
would be bad upon an injured person in his life- 
time, for as he could not, because of its existence, 
give a full release upon the receipt of compensa- 
tion, the alleged wrong-doer would have an in- 
ducement to delay settlement and to litigate, witn 
@ view to ascertaining whether or not death would 
result from the injuries. The case was argued by 
Mr. E. D. McCarthy for Mrs, Littlewood, and by 
‘Assistant Corporation Counsel Arthur H. Masten 
ynd E. H. Lacombe for the City. 
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EIX-CLERK COONEY’S ACCOUNTS. 
4N ALLEGED DEFICIENCY — MR. GOONEY 
COURTS INVESTIGATION. 
Controller Campbell said to a TrmxEs reporter 
yesterday that the reports of discovered discrep- 
gncies in the accounts of the Jefferson Market 
Police Court, as stated in Toe Tres yesterday, 


were true. Under the law, the Controller said, the 


fines collected in the Police Courts have to be 
turned overto the City Treasury once a month, 
the Clerks having 10 days in each month with- 
in which to make the returns for the previous 
poonth. Police Clerk George W. Cooney, of the 
Jefferson Market Court, retired from office on the 
st of January last. When he made his returns for 
he month of December, 1881, Controller Campbell 
found in them what appeared to bea deficiency of 
$750. The Commissioners of Accounts were in- 
gtruct.d to make an examination of the accounts 
‘of the court. A few days ago they reported to the 
Controller that they had been through Cooney’s 
accounts, and that he had failed to turn overto the 
‘City $1,500 of the moneys he had collected. 
'When Cooney was asked to explain by Mr. Camp- 
bell, he admitted that he was short $750, but 
disputed the additional $750 deficiency reported by 
the Commissioners of Accounts. Thustbe matter 
stands at present. The Controller has taken steps 
to get at the exact figures of the account, if possi- 
bie. and will then insist upon the payment of all 
sums due from the ex-Clerk. When Cooney went 
out of office a portion of his salary, amounting to 
'$1,000, was due. Controller Campbell declined to 
ay it over to the Clerk, and the salary is still with- 
held pending the settlement of the alleged defi- 
ciencies. The accounts or Mr. Cooney examined 
by the Commissioners of Accounts covered the 
Reriod between 1873 and the time the Clerk retired. 
r. Cooney has been cited to appear before Con- 
troller Campbell to-day, when he will be given an 
opportunity to make what explanations he chooses. 
Mr. Cooney, in speaking to a Times reporter, 
paid: ‘‘Il have been Clerk of the various Police 
Courts in this City for the past eight years and two 
mouths, during which time I have paid into the 
City Treasury moneys amounting in the aggregate 
to about $80,000, and for each fine received I have 
given to the magistrate holding court a 
receipt. The investigation of my accounts was 
commenced on the 3ist day of December Jast, and 
I was informed at the Controller’s oftice when I 
applied for my quarter's salary that my pay had 
Reon stopped; that the Commissioner of Accounts 
fvas about to investigate my books for the past 
year, and I then requested that he would do so for 
my entire term of office. The experts so employed 
nave been engaged for the last four months, show- 
irg errors amounting to $815 50. I now ask an op- 
portunity to review tho Commissioner's statement, 
and propose to prove by the magistrate’s receipts 
that each and every dollar received by me was 
properly paid over. My hearing before the Con- 
troller comes off to-morrow, and after m shearing 
the real facts will be correctly understoo

WATER RENTS INCREASED. 
THE WASTE OF CROTON NECESSITATES AN 


ADVANCE OF RATES. 

Public Works Commissioner Hubert O. 
Thompson has issued a new set of regulations gov- 
erning the use of Croton water and establishing a 
new scale of water rents in this City. Because of 
the constant and excessive waste of water of 
which the officers of the Department of Public 
Works have so often complained, the Croton water 
rates have been increased, in the hope that the 
waste will thus be checked. Hitherto the depart- 
ment has charged consumers at the rate of 1 cent 
per 100 gallons for water for all purposes, and the 


amount used has been measured by gallons. Un- 
der the new rules the water is measured by the 
cubic foot, and consumers are charged 10 cents per 
100 cubic feet for water for all manufacturing or 
other purposes. One hundred cubic feet of water 
equals 750 gallons. At the old rates this would cost 
7% cents. The increase is, therefore, 214 cents per 
100 cubic feet. The annual water rents for dwell- 
ings occupied by single families have not been 
changed, and are as follows:

When more than one family occupy a dwelling 
$1 per year is charged for each additional family. 
The new rules provide that each flat or suite of 
rooms for one family shall be charged $10 per year 
where they have hot and cold water, stationar 
wash-tubs, bath, and water closet, with the privi- 
lege of using meter. Onall houses where waste 
of water is found the department will place meters 
and charge for the water passing through them. 
The water rents for all tenements over 50 feet wide 
will be fixed by special contracts. The use of hose 
for washing sidewalks, stoops, areas, house-fronts, 
and about stabies is prohibited. New rates for 
water closets are established as follows: 

“For hoppers, of any form, when water Is supplied 
direct from the Croton supply, through any form of 
the so-called single or double valves, bopper cocks, 
stop cocks, self-closing cocks, or any valve or any cock 
ot any description attached to the closet, each per 
year $20, 

“For any pan closet, or any of the forms of valve, 
plunger, or other water-closet not before mentioned, 
supplied with water as above described, per year, $10. 

“For any form of hopper, or water-closet, supplied 
from the ordinary style of cistern filled with bali cock, 
and overflow pipe that communicates with the pipe to 
the water-closet, so that overflow will run into the 
hopper or water-closet, when ball cock is defective, or 
from which an unlimited amount of water can be 
drawn by holding up the handle, per year, each 85. 

‘For any form of hopper or water-closet, supplied 
from any of the forms of waste-preventing cisterns, 
that are approved by the Engineer of the Croton 
Aqueduct, which are soconstriucted that not more 
than three galions of water can be drawn at each lift 
of the handle or depression of the seat, if such cis- 
terns are provided with an overfiow-pipe, such over- 
fiow-pipe must not connect with the water-closet, but 
be carried Jike a safe waste, as provided by the Board 
of Health regulations, per year, $2,” 

In accordance with the provisions of the City 
charter, meters will be placed on the pipes supply- 
ing all p!aces where water is furnished for ‘ busi- 
ness consumption,’’ except private dwellings, and 
the expense of so doing will be a lien upon the 
premises. The new regulations are now in force.

THE TYPHUS FEVER. 
MEASURES TAKEN BY THE HEALTH BOARD TO 
PREVENT ITS SPREAD. 

Sanitary Inspectors Hobbie and Linehan 
were yesterday in charge of the teuement-house 
No. 8387 East Forty-seventh-street, in which two 
cases of death from typhoid and six cases of typhus 
fever were discovered on Thursday. The remains 
of Alfred Connors and Mrs. Margaret Cremer 
were interred yesterday. From the house were re- 
moved the following persons, who were found to 
be suffering from typhus fever: Mrs. Hannah 


Sweeney, aged 387: Kate Sweeney, aged 11; George 
Sweeney, aged 8, and John Curran, aged 9, From 
the adjoining house, No. 835, Mary Fitzpatrick, 
aged 16, was also removed to the hospital. 
Patrick Dunn, who was taken from the house No. 
837 on Thursday, is suffering from typhoid fever. 
The house No. 837 is a brick tenement, having a 
frontage of 25 feet, is 50 feet deep and 5 stories 
high. The first floor is occupied as a grocery store 
and dwelling by Daniel Gormley, and the four 
upper floors have accommodations for 16 families. 
Altogether there are from 70 to 75 people in the 
house. Inthe rear isa stable separated from the 
house by an open space of 25 feet. The house was 
thoroughly inspected on Thursday, and yesterday 
Sanitary Inspector Roberts and Sanitary Engineer 
Nealis made another inspection. They found it in 
fair sanitary condition and no defects in the sewer- 
age or drainage that would account for such an un- 
usual amount of sickness. The premises are owned 
by M. Fogarty, of No. 230 East Fifty-second-street, 
whose son is now lying ill with intermittent fever, 
which, it is believed, he contracted while 
visiting some of the tenants in the house. 
The premises and its occupants will be kept under 
observation until all danger 1s past. From the 
records of the Health Department it appears that 
during 1880 three deaths occurred in the house— 
two children and one adult—and during 1881 four 
deaths, two of which were children. jhe records 
of the Bureau of Contagious Diseases show the fol- 
lowing as the number of typhus fever cases since 
the Ist of March by weeks: Week ending March 4, 
10 cases; March 11, 7 cases; March 18, 8 cases; 
March 25, 6 cases; April 1, 11 cases; April 8, 18 
cases; April 15, 16 cases; April 22, 7 cases, April 29, 
4 cases. The majority of the cases reported are 
from lodging-houses and other resorts for tramps. 
Robert Edgar, who was taken from the lodging- 
house No. 207 Bowery to Bellevue Hospital, de- 
Pay typhus fever, and has been removed to 
the Riverside Hospital.

Companies and their stockholders from beginning 
legal proceedings to overthrow the agreement 
made between the three corporations men- 
tioned on Oct. 21, 1881. Three suits were 
brought to test the vyalidity of that 


agreement prior to the issuance of the 
temporary injunction. The agreement provides, 
among other things, that the Manhattan Railway 
Company shall pay 6 per cent. upon the stock of 
the defendant corporations instead of the 10 per 
cent. it guaranteed under the original lease of the 
property of the New-York and Metropolitan Com- 
panies. Messrs. Stephen P. Nash and Francis C, 
Bariow opposed the continuance of the injune- 
tion. They declared that no attempt had been or 
would be made by the defendants to harass the 
plaintiffs with needless suits, but they desired and 
ought to be at liberty to bring actions when- 
ever it should be necessary to do so to protect 
their rights. They insisted that the court should 
not step in to prevent litigation unless the litiga- 
tion should be distinctly shown to have an op- 
pressive and wrongful purpose. It was also 
pointed out that there was the possibility of a fraud 
being practiced upon the defendants if they should 
be confined to the suits already begun to test the 
validity of the agreement of Oct. 21, 1881, and of 
matters collateral to it. Messrs. David Dudley 
Field, Robert E. Deyo, and William A. Duer ap- 
peared in support of the motion to continue the in- 
junction. They insisted that the defendants had 
threatened to bring vexatious suits, whose issues 
would differ in no respect from those {nan action 
already set down for trial. Furthermore, they 
urged tbat there could be no merits in suits 
brought to overthrow an agreement sustained by 
the General Term of the Supreme Court and by 
the opinions of several Judges sitting in minor 
courts. They also declared that Sylvester H. 
Kneeland and three others of the individual 
defencants are pushing on the litigation, the 
motive of Kneeland being to compel the plaintiffs 
to accede to his demands respecting the value of 
47,000 shares of Metropolitan stock which he holds. 
Judge Donohue reserved his decision. 
———— 


VERDICT AGAINST A RAILROAD. 
Capt. William Pease, of Montclair, N. J., 
was ejected from a train of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western Railroad Company beeause he 
had refused to pay his fareafter the conductor had 
rejected a ticket he had offered him. Just before 


he was ejected he reconsidered his refusal and said 
he would pay. The railroad men paid no atten- 
tion to this offer, but threw him to the ground, 
severely hurting him. He sued the railroad com- 
pany for $5,000 damages, anda jury in the Court of 
Common Pleas yesterday gave him a verdict for 
$3,000. In charging the jury, Judge Van Hoesen 
said it was the duty of the conductor of the train 
to receive Capt. Pease’s fare when he offered to 
pay it, and to permit him to ride to where he 
wished togo. Ex-Judge George M. Curtis appeared 
for the plaintiff, and Mr. Hamilton Odell for the 
railroad company. 


; CAPTURED AT LAST. 

. A burglary was committed on the night of 
Oct. 80, 1879, at the grocery store of Hermann Mat- 
thews, No. 232 Front-street, by a notorious crimi- 
nal named Thomas, alias ‘‘Hoggy,’’ Welsh. The 
burglar was surprised inthe midst of his opera- 
tions by Detective Wade, who gave chase. Welsh 


fired a shot at his pursuer, and a few minutes later 
was headed off by Officer Keenan, of the Fourth 
Precinct, whose attention had been attracted by 
the discharge of the pistol. The instant that 
Welsh was seized by Officer Keenan he drew his 
revolver and shot the officer through the thigh. 
He thea succeeded in making his escape. Officer 
Keenan’s wound laid him up for over 18 months in 
the hospital, and he was but recently discharged as 
:oured. In the meantime Welsh had gone to Eng- 


land, where he joined his brother, a notorious 
London burglar. rly on Thursday morning last 
a@ row occurred among a gang of roughs in front of 
alow resort atthe corner of Hester and Chrystie 
streets. One of the participants who was arrested 
and gave the name of Thomas Collins was recog- 
nized by the Police as Thomas, alias “ Hoggy,” 
Welsh, who had returned to this country. He was 
arraigned in the Tombs Police Court yesterday on 
a charge of felonious assault upon Officer Keenan 
and also on a charge of burglary, and was commit- 
ted for trialon both charges, 


ANOTHER PANORAMIC BUILDING. 
HOW THE PAINTING OF THE SIEGE OF YORK- 
TOWN WILL BE EXHIBITED. 


The Société Anonyme du Panorama Na- 
tional des Etats-Unis, formed in Paris in 1881, 
with a capital of $400,000, is erecting on Madison- 
avenue, between Fifty-eighth and Fifty-ninth 
streets, a building for the exhibition of a panoramic 
painting of “The Siege of Yorktown.” This com- 
pany, in no way connected with that putting up a 
panorama building on the corner of Seventh- 
avenue and Fifty-fiftn-street, has engaged the ser- 
vices of the Parisian artist Arus, who, aided by the 
advice of Detaille and Carolus Duran, is now at 


work on the painting at Nice-Mons. Arus visited 
the United States last Fall for inspection 
ot the Yorktown fields, consultation with 
historians, <&c. It is expected that the 
panorama will reach this City in June, 
and that the building will be Sr to the public 
in the late Summer or early Fall. The plan of the 
building cails for two distinct parts. Starting from 
the corner of Madison-avenue and Fifty-ninth- 
street, where the entrance to the Panorama 
will be, a two-story structure will extend 150 
feet on the avenne and 150 feet on Fifty-ninth- 
street. The lower story will be fitted up for eight 
stores. On the immediate right and left of the en- 
trance to the Panorama will be cloak and retiring 
rooms for visitors. The second story will be used 
as a permanent art gallery, having a length 
of 800 feet and an average width of 20 
feet. The paintings for this gallery will 
be foreign works, owned by the company. 
Back of the building will be the panorama building 
proper, entrance to which will be had by a wide 
passageway under the art gallery at Fifty-ninth- 
street and Madison-avenue. It will be fire-proof— 
aniron frame filled in with brick—octagonal in 
shave externaily, the walls rising to a height of 55 
feet. It will have 16 side walls in the interior, 
against which will be exhibited the 16 sections of 
the panorama, each 50 feet in height. The sections 
are divided by iron uprights, and from the top of 
the walls iron girders extend to a central point 8&3 
feet above the ground. The diameter is shot 152 
feet. Inthe middle of the ground plana mound 
will rise 12 feet high, on which is to be a platform 
of inspection. Between this mound and the pan- 
orama will be earth, trees, broken cannon, and 
other articles that may ada to the perspective con- 
sistently with the scene in front. The roof will be 
covered with metal except near the walls, where 
ground glass will be used. To throw the spectator 
into darkness while he looks at the painting 
lighted from overhead, a canvas covering is to be 
hung above him, The general arrangement is much 
like that at the exhibition of the " Siege of Paris” 
at the Centennial Expositien in Philadelphia.

THE O'GORMAN-ARNOUX SUIT. 
FAILURE OF THE JURY TO AGREE—THE 
MAJORITY AGAINST O’GORMAN. 

The jury in the O’Gorman-Arnoux suit were 
discharged at4o’clock yesterday afternoon, hay- 
ing been unable to agree after being out 24 hours. 
A maiority of them were in favor of render- 
ing a verdict in favor of Judge Arnoux. They left 
the court-room about 4 o’clock on Thursday after- 
noon and remained in consultation until 11 o'clock 


yesterday morning, when they returned to the 
court-room and asked Judge Lawrence to instruct 
them as to how they should act in case of a doubt 
affecting their minds. Judge Lawrence told them 
that he thought he had disposed of that question in 
his charge. He then said that the burden of proof 
Jay upon Mr. O’Gorman, and that if they were not 
fully convinced by the evidence presented by him 
it was their duty to give a verdict for the defend- 
ant. When they again took their places in the 
court-room in the afternoon their foreman an- 
nounced that they were unableto agree. Judge 
Lawrence said that the trial had occupied 10 days 
and cost much money, and that he was anxious to 
have them bring in a verdict. He then asked them 
if there was any possibility of their agreeing. 
They all declared that there was not. Judge Law- 
rence then said that no other course remained, and 
discharged them. After they had each received a 
dollar for their services, they stated that when they 
went out they stood six to fivein favor of the de- 
fendant, Judge Arnoux. There were only 11 jurors, 
one having been excused early in the trial. Several 
times during the progress of their discussions they 
stood as eight to three, but they finally went back 
to their first status of six to five. The result of the 
suit thus far is that Judve Arnoux’s right to a seat 
on the Superior Court bench, as the successor of 
ex-Judge Speir, remains unimpaired, and there Isa 
strong probability that he will continue asa Judge 
throughout the year for which he was appointed 
by Gov. Cornell.

BANCO MEN GUTWITTED. 

Mr. Benjamin Hartley, a produce merchant, 
of Leeds, England, who sailed for home in the 
steam-ship England this morning, was the victim 
of a couple of ‘‘banco”’ men on Thursday. He was 


induced to give his draft for $540 to the gamblers,

Before Mr. Hart- 
ley paid the amount demanded he was fortunate 
enough to make a confidant of W. T. Kit- 
sell, proprietor of .the Madison House, No. 
240 West Fourteenth-street. Mr. Kitsell saw that 
Mr. Hartley had been made a victim of, made com- 
laints to Capt. Williams, of the Twenty-ninth 
-recinct, and Detective Schmittberger this morn- 
ing appeared at MecCray’s office as Mr. Hartley's 
representative. He arrested Keliy and a man 
named P. J. Foster, who acted as messenger for 
John A, Griswold’s collection agency, which has 
an office in the same building with MeCray. Both 
were taken before the Jefferson Market Police 
Court and discharged, as Mr. Hartley failed to 
identify Kelly, and Foster was evidently not an 
accomplice.

Jion of-those-who have.an interest in 


preserving both of the railroad properties se- 
lected for examination from further depre- 
ciation. The New-Jersey Central is evi- 
dently not ina fair way to recover its lost 
solvency, and the Wabash seems to be in 
fair way to lose such dividend-paying ability 
as it has). Had weaproperly constituted 
national Railroad Commission, with power 
to compel the publication of ample and 
straightforward accounts, there would be no 
room for dispute about the actual condi- 
tion of these roads,.or of many others of 
which they are fairly typical. 


Mr. Jay Goutp has written a long letter 
to Mayor Grace protesting against the 
Mayor’s strictures on the efforts of the 
elevated railroads to escape their just share 
of taxation. Mr. Gou.p’s argument is that 
the roads are overtaxed already, and that so 
far from attempting to secure legislation dis- 
criminating in their favor, their agents 
merely tried to prevent the passage of 
laws unjustly discriminating against them. 
This proposition he tries to sustain by 
the following figures: The capital stock 
of the New-York and Metropolitan Roads 
in 1880 was $13,000,000 in the aggregate, 
yet in that year the City authorities insisted 
on taxing the structures of these roads as 
real estate to the amount of $14,014,860. 
Not content with exceeding on this item the 
value of the entire capital stock of the 
companies, the same rapacious As- 
sessors found $4,507,842 of stock liable 
to taxation, being a total valuation of 
$18,522,202, or, say, five millions more 
than the capitalized valuation of the 
property of both companies. Not content 
with this palpable oppression, the City 
Assessors laid hold of that bodiless entity, 
the Manhattan corporation, which, as Mr. 
GouLp justly remarks, ‘‘is not in its own 
right possessed of any property other than 
what it holds on lease,’’ and insisted on 
crediting it with the possession of a capital 
stock whose taxable value was set down in 
1880 at $6,792,500. All of which, Mr, 
Gou Lp plaintively remarks, is ‘‘ virtual con- 
fiscation,’”” which has been but slightly im- 
proved on by the course of the Assessors in 
1881, and will be resisted while he (GouLp) 
has an unpledged security left in his safe. 


But when Mr. Gounp has to sell his ele- 
vated railroad securities to a confiding pub- 
lic he tells a somewhat different tale. It has 


been generally assumed that there is in ex- 


istence various bonds and stocks of the 
lessor and lessee corporations which control 
the elevated railroad system which may 
be briefly described as follows: New-York 
and Metropolitan stock, $13,000,000; bonds 


of same, $20,000,000; Manhattan stock, $13, - 
000,000; total, $46,000,000, on which inter- 


est is or is expected tobe paid out of the 
earnings of the elevated roads. Mr. GouLp 
complains that while all other taxable prop- 
erty in the City is rated at only 60 per 


cent, of its market value, the elevated 


railroad structures and capital are made to 


pay more than the valuation put on them by 
their owners. In this claim Mr. GouLp 
presumes too confidently on public igno- 
rance. If the managers of these roads were 
taken at their word, the property under 


their control would, in 1880, have been 


taxed on a valuation of $27,600,000 instead 
of $18,522,202. Far from being taxed 
at 60 per cent.-of the value claimed for 
them, they escaped with a valuation 
of but 40 per cent. of that amount. Mr. 


Govip’s habitual cunning must have for- 


saken him when he challenged public dis- 


cussion of this subject, and his talent for 
misrepresentation rather exceeded the bounds 
of prudence when he sought to place the 
elevated roads on the plane of corpora- 


tions from , whose cupital stock is de- 
ducted the amounts paid out by them 


for their real estate before fixing 
the taxable .value of such stock. The 
shallowness of this plea raises a dreadful sus- 
picion that Mr. Gouwp’s fine intellect is 


breaking down—a suspicion which is not 
lessened by the identification of Senator 
Grapy’s amendment to Senate bill No. 164 


with the work of the paid agents of the grasp- 
ing monopoly for which Mr. Goutp pleads. 


THE CLOSE -OF THE TARIFF DE- 
BATE. 


The House yesterday made a desperate 
‘‘spurt’’?’ on the long trial of endurance 
known as the tariff debate, and finished the 
work by listening to.some five hours of 


speech making and essay reading. The 


principal speaker against the commission 


bill was Mr. Ranpotpn Tocker, of 
Virginia, “who “ treated the subject on 
the high plane of constitutional law and 
the just claim of each citizen for equality 
with ail other citizens. Mr. KELLEY, who 


closed the debate, did not follow Mr, 


Tucker, but contented himself largely with 
rhetoric on the one hand and ridicule on 
the other. Mr. Rampauu dexterously 
balanced between the two sides, leaving 
it in some doubt on which one he would 


descend when it should become necessary 


to come down and vote. Mr. RAnDALL’s 


speech was interesting as indicating the 
policy likely to be defended by the Demo- 
cratic protectionists. It is a devious policy 
which discredits either the intelligence or the 


sincerity of its advocates, Mr. RANDALL 
professes to be opposed to protection for 


protection’s sake, because he has grave doubts 
as to the constitutional authority there- 
for. He ought not to have any doubts, 
however, for the Constitution does not con- 


tain a line or a word which directly or by 


implication can be supposed to authorize 
protection for protection’s sake. But while 
Mr. RANDALL has grave doubts as to the 
constitutional authority for such an end, he 
advocates measures which must tend» pow- 
erfully to maintain the existing tariff, which 
serves that end. He isin favor of ‘‘ the speedy 
and total abolition of the internal revenue 
system,’’ that is, of the abandonment by the 
Government of an amount of revenue, not 
derived from the tariff, which substantially 
corresponds to the present surplus. How 
far any Congress could be pereuaded to go 
in the reduction of the tariff, when it re- 
mained the sole source of revenue for the 
ordinary expenses of the Government and 
for the payment of the interest on the 
public debt, Mr. Ranpatt knows 
as well as any one. No _ Congress 
would move one inch in that direction. 
As for Mr. RANDALL’s idea of the Ways 
and Means Committee meeting in October 
to receive the report of the commission, that 
would limit the work of revision, inclu 
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The Re 
investigation and preparation of the report, 
to some four months, which is equivalent to 
enacting that 1t shall not be done at all, or 
shall be so done as to leave the present tariff 
substantially untouched. 

Mr. Keiiey’s theme was the glories of 
protection, the necessity of revision, and the 
incapacity of Congress to handle the sub- 
ject—a theme not entirely congruous in its 
various parts. The character of his eulogy 
of protection .may be imagined from a single 
gorgeous metaphor. ‘‘ Thanks to protec- 
tion,;’’ he cried, ‘‘ we are a blazing beacon- 
light, seen by all the world, and by the 
lustre of our career, inviting the op- 
pressed of all the world to escape from 
the fangs of the vampire of nations, 
England.’’ Apart from the fact that the 
vampire is a creature of the medieval imag- 
ination, and that it was expressly imagined 
as without fangs, this metaphor 1s nota 
happy one. The “oppressed of all the 
world” do not all come here to escape the 
“vampire of nations.” That can hardly 
be the motive of the Germans, Scandina- 
vians, and ltalians. As for the Irish, if 
that be their purpose, they generally carry it 
out with genuine Hibernian logic, by going 
into occupations which are not protected, 
but heavily burdened, such as raising food 
for the ‘‘ vampire’’ that is senton ‘‘ protect- 
ed’’ rails to be shipped in English vessels, 
the profits being expended in buildings, 
fences, clothing, and tools, all highly taxed 
for the benefit of the capitalists favored by 
the tariff. Mr. Keniey admitted that the 
tariff which had made us the beacon-light, 
&c., needed amending, but he insisted that 
Congress had demonstrated its entire un- 
fitness for the task. This he did by 
criticism and sarcasm of the opponents of 
the commission bill, particularly Mr. Hew- 
irt and Mr. DunneLu. ‘The latter retorted 
very pertinently that the Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee furnished, in 
his own speech, a very strong argument in 
support of Congressional incapacity, but he 
declined to accept that gentleman as a fair 
specimen of the House. The question very 
naturally arises, if Congress, with a general 
conviction that the tariff should be revised, 
cannot agree upon a principle of revision, 
will they be able to agree upon any principle 
suggested to them by an outside commis- 
sion? It is obvious that no principle could 
be devised which Mr. Hew1rrrand Mr. Mor- 
Rison, Mr. RanpaLui and Mr. Cox, Mr. 
Tucker and Mr. Keiiey would unite upon, 


Nor is it necessary that any should be pro- 
posed in order to carry out the purpose of 
the commission, which does not contemplate 
any such result, but is meant simply to se- 
cure time, a longer or shorter addition to 
the lease of power which the extravagantly 
protected capitalists in a few favored indus- 
tries now enjoy. 





REFORMING THE SHIPPING LAWS. 

The Senate Committee on Commerce, in 
agreeing to report favorably Mr. F'ryn’s bill 
for the relief of American shipping, have 
begun a good work; but they have only 
begun it. The charges with which Amer- 
ican ships are burdened, under the present 
mass of statutes relating to them, are not 
only excessive and annoying, but they are 


most of them absolutely unjustifiable. The 


relation of the Federal Government to ship- 
owners is peculiar, since ships are almost 
the only species of property, excepting 
liquors and tobacco, over which the Gov- 
ernment exercises immediate jurisdiction, 


and which it subjects to direct taxa- 


tion. . As liquors and tobacco are reg- 


ulated and taxed solely on the ground 
that they are luxuries, and, moreover, liable 
to abuse, ships remain the only considera- 
ble example of property employed in gen- 


eral business which is closely supervised 
and sharply and directly taxed. The duty 


of supervision arises from the fact that the 
ship is, in many regards, a sort of floating 
bit of territory, protected by the flag of the 
country, and entitled to certain privileges 


and services, which can only be rendered 


by officials maintained abroad. The ship is 


also liable to certain obligations from the 
fact that the conduct of its master and its 
company may involve the Government in 
international difficulties. It is unavoidable, 


therefore, that the Government should main- 


tain strict regulations regarding ships, and 


should particularly be able at all times and 
in all ports to identify them and those en- 
gaged upon them, in order to perform its 
own duties promptly and to secure itself 
trom abuse. 


But on this very simple basis our law- 


makers have from time to ‘time erected a 
superstructure of minute and embarrassing 
requirements, involving at every step the 
payment of fees, some small and some 
large, but burdensome in the sum total, and 


this process has been carried to extremes 


within the last twenty years, precisely at 
the time that other Governments, recogniz- 
ing the absolute necessity of the freest possi- 
ble intercourse upon the ocean as a condi- 
tion to prosperous foreign trade, have been 


simplifying and reducing their requirements 


in regard to shipping, while some of them 


have extended to that interest many privi- 
leges and considerable subsidies. The result 
has been that, regard being had solely to 
Federal exactions—the tonnage tax to start 


with—that is, a direct tax on construction, 
Custom-house certificates, licenses, indorse- 
ments, clearances, consular fees, hospital 
tax, and so on, an American vessel starts 


from her dock heavily handicapped in the 
race with her competitors, and is loaded 


down with additional burdens at every port 


she enters and leaves. These are the bur- 


dens which Mr. Fryr proposes largely to 
reduce, and the reduction of which the 
Senate Finance Committee indorses. 

The measure is a good one, but it will be 
found that it will only alleviate, and that 
but slightly, the difficulties under, which 
American shipping labors, and from which 
it is entitled to relief, The chief cause of 
the backwardness of American shipping is 
that the owners, or would-be owners, of 
ships are compelled to buy them in the home 
market, and then to compete with others 
bought in whatever market is the cheapest 
throughout the world. The feeble pretext 
on which this gross piece of favoritism—or 
of intended favoritism, for it has succeeded 
only in killing the ship-building industry 
which 1t was meant to foster—is sustained 
is that no nation can become possessed of a 
great foreign commerce unless it builds its 
own ships. The fallacy of this pretext isa 
double one. In the first place, it is not the 
building but the owning of ships which 


secures 80 much of commercial prosperity 
as can be had from the control of a 
great commercial marine. In the sec- 
ond place, the restriction of American ship- 
owners to American ship-yards does not 
necessarily build up the latter, as experience 
has shown. Either the American ship- 
yards can build as cheaply as the foreign 
ones, in which case they do not require pro- 
tection, or they cannot build so cheaply, in 
which case the‘intending ship-owner does 
not buy of them at higher prices than his 
competitors pay; he does not buy at-all, for 
he cannot afford to do so. While, asa mat- 
ter of fact, the arbitrary restriction of 
American ship-buyers to the American mar- 
ket has resulted, in connection with other 
causes, in destroying the market for Ameri- 
can-built ships, Germany has gone on pre- 
cisely the opposite principle, and has ad- 
vanced rapidly and normally to the posses- 
sion of a very considerable and valuable 
merchant marine. 

It would be rash to predict that if the re- 
strictions upon ship-buying were removed, 
and if all the unnecessary Federal burdens 
upon shipping were done away with, Ameri- 
can shipping would again become a pros- 
perous branch of business, There are other 
difficulties obviously in the way, which 
Federal legislation cannot reach, such as ex- 
cessive State and municipal taxation, in- 
sufficient harbor and wharfage facilities, 
a limited supply of good sailors, and there 
may be still others which would only be- 
come evident upon trial of the experiment. 
But if it is not certain that, with free ships, 
American shipping would become pros- 
perous, it is as certain as anything in busi- 
ness matters can be that it will never become 
prosperous without that condition. Given a 
fair field and no favor, American energy, in- 
genuity, thrift, and general capacity for af- 
fairs, whether in ship-sailing or ship-build- 
ing, may be relied on to give as good an ac- 
count of themselves as they bave done in the 
infinite variety of interests that have been 
developed under the perfect free trade with- 
in the vast limits of our own territory. But 
so long as ship-building is treated as a baby 
industry it will continue to be weak, timid, 
and fitful, and so long as ship-owners are 
compelled to rely on the energies of this 
used-up infant they will be utterly unable to 
contend with those of other nations, who are 
backed by all the strength and skill of the 
ship-builders of the world competing for the 
chance to serve them. 

THE FATE OF DE LONG. 

The brief dispatch in which Engineer 
MELVILLE announces the finding of the dead 
bodies of Capt. Dm Lone and his eleven 
companions virtually concludes the melan- 
choly story of the Jeannette’s arctic voyage. 
There is little more to learn or be told. We 
have the chronicle of the vessel’s dreary drift 
in the ice from September, 1879, when she 
sailed over the rim of the arctic sea and 
out of sight until she sank, crushed and 


overcome in that long battle with the ice- 


floes, on June 18, 1881. Lieut. Danen- 
HOWER’S graphic story of the retreat over 
the snow-covered ice and the open sea to 
the Lena delta and thence to Iakutsk, the 
northern outpost of Siberian civilization, 


brings the record down toa time when no 


further anxiety was felt on account of those 
whom we now know to be the sole survivors 
of the ill-fated expedition. 

From that time on there were but two 
missing chapters to be supplied. The fate 


of Capt. De Lone and his party and Lieut, 


Cupp, with the crew of the second cutter, 
was still unknown. Engineer MELVILLE’s 
dispatch from the Lena delta tells us that 
within a few days’ march of food, shelter, 
and kind attention the brave commander of 


the Jeannette and all his companions sank 


down and died of starvation, cold, and ex- 


haustion. The books and papers yet to be 
forwarded may give us some of the sad de- 
tails of their struggles and sufferings after 
Noros and NinDERMAN left them in search 


of succor, but now that the whole terrible 


truth is known they can have buta minor 
interest. The sole remaining gap in the 
story we may already consider filled, for while 
we have only inferential knowledge of what 
befell Lieut. Carer and his seven men, that 


is too sadly certain and positive in its char- 


acter to allow of further hope, It is to be 


remembered that the second cutter was the 
smallest and least seaworthy boat of the 
three. She was but 16 feet long, and had 
not room enough for her due proportion 


of the provisions, After the separation 


of the boats in the terrible gale of 


Nov. 12, the whale-boat, a stanch and 
every way seaworthy little craft, nearly twice 
as large as the second cutter, was saved 
from swamping only by the untiring labors 
of all her crew and the expert seamanship of 


Engineer Menvitte and Lieut, Dangy- 


HOWER. When day dawned the whale-boat 


was alone, and, in all human probability, 
Lieut. Curep and his boat’s crew did not 
live to see that dawn. Lieut. DAaNnEN- 
HOWER believes that the boat swamped 


during the gale, or if she weathered it and 


made land, that her crew would have been 


in a far worse plight than Dz Lone and his 
men, as they were short of provisions. En- 
gineer M&rLVILLE telegraphs that he shall 
continue the search for Lieut. Cupp, but 


the chances of his finding any trace of him 


are extremely remote. 

It is now known that as long ago as Nov. 
8, a few days after he had received the start- 
ling news of the Captain’s perilous position 
brought by Noros and NInDERMAN, Engi- 


neer MELVILLE gave up all hope for De 


Lone and his party. From knowl- 
edge subsequently gained of the pos- 
sibilities of subsistence in that bleak 
wilderness he may have been led 
to cherish some faint trust in the chance 
of relief by wandering parties of natives, but 
his movements show that he felt sure that 
he could then do nothing to save his com- 
mander. If De Lone had been found by 
the natives he was at least beyond the 
danger of perishing from cold and hunger; 
if he had not been thus favored, then he 
was already beyond human aid. The party 
had been two days without food when 
Noros and NinpERMAN left them. Weeks 
had passed, and there was no game or 
known means of sustenance in the region 
where they were. Engineer MELVILLE 
therefore made a hasty preliminary search, in 
which he traced the missing men as far as 
Sisteranek, and then, leaving the search to 
the commandant of Bulun, he set out for 
Iakutsk, where he was on New Year’s Day. 

In organizing his search party at Iakutsk 


fo-Both Times, Sututrapy, Bay 6, 1882, 


Engineer MELVILLE consumed two weeks. 
He did not set out for the delta until 
the middle of January, which, aside from 
the many difficulties with which we 
know that he was beset, is another strong 
indication that he had no hope of finding 
the party alive. These facts should be taken 
into account in passing judgment upon En- 
gineer MuiviuLe’s management of the 
search. He may have been seriously in er- 
ror, but it probably will not be said that 
he showed any lack of energy or 
promptness in acting according to the 
views he held. Probably the papers 
found with Dz Lona will show 
whether he was right in assuming that 
the only kind of a search party he was called 
upon to organize was one strongly enough 
equipped to make the search complete, not 
for the living members of the party, but for 
their dead bodies. His elaborate organiza- 


tion of the search, with principal and sub- 


ordinate bases of operations, depots of 
provisions, &c., ‘would indicate that 
his sole purpose was what has now 
been accomplished. It will no doubt be 
asked why he did not make a more careful 
and extended search early in November 
from Bulun, as Lieut. Dangnnower ad- 
vised, Engineer MELVILLE’s own answer 
to this question is the only one worth hay- 
ing, and it may be that he will bring home 
with him evidence to show that he was 
right in the course he took, and 
that the theories of his _ critics 
are wrong. The probability is, indeed, that 
Capt. De Lone and his men did not long 
survive the departure of the couriers they 
sent for succor. We have now succeeded in 
contributing to the annals of arctic explora- 
tion a tale transcending in tragic interest the 
story of Sir Joun FRANKLIN’s voyage, and 
in a distant Western State there is to-day a 
bereaved widow who mourns the fate of 
Capt. De Lona as Lady Frank in so long 
and passionately grieved for her husband, 
whom the icy waters never gave up to her. 
Let us be content with this achievement. 


PACIFYING IRELAND. 


Ireland is evidently to be pacified at last. 
For hundreds of years the Irishmen have 
been dissatisfied, and the British Govern- 
ment, although it has tried hard to pacify 
them with prisons and comfort them with 
gibbets, has been compelled to concede the 
failure of its laudable efforts. Mr. Guap- 
STONE, who has tried to conciliate the Irish- 
men by reducing their rents and imprison- 
ing their leaders, has hitherto been as unsuc- 
cessful as any previous English Prime Min- 
ister, but he has now taken a new depart- 
ure. This time he is determined to grant 


all that the Irish can demand, and we have 


every reason to believe that in course of the 
next twelve months we shall see Ireland as 
thoroughly pacified as is any nation on earth. 

Of course, there is only one way in which 
Irishmen can be pacified. They must be 
given whatever they want. Anybody, even 


the most violent child, can be pacified in this 


way, and there is really no other way in 
which pacification is possible. How cana 
child who wants the moon be expected to be 
happy and contented without it? and why 
should we suppose that Irishmen can be 
made contented by ‘giving them prisons, 
which they don’t want, and refusing them 
everything they do want? It is strange that 
no Minister except Mr. GLADSTONE has ever 
discovered how to pacify Ireland when the 
the way has always been so obvious to the 


meanest intellect, However, we cannot be 


too thankful that at last the pacification of 
Ireland is close at hand. 

The first thing to be done to satisfy the 
Irishmen is to abolish the loathsome system 
of paying rent. The Land bill, which prom- 


ised to reduce rents very largely, did not 
satisfy Ireland, because it did not totally 


abolish rent-paying. It will be in vain for 
any one to expect that Irish tenants will be 
satisfied so long as they have to pay rent, no 
matter how small the amount may be that 


each tenant has to pay. The land of Ire- 


land must belong to the tenants and not to 
the landlords, and the first step toward pacifi- 
cation must be the carrying out of this great 
reform. 

Then the taxes which the unfeeling Saxon 


has imposed must be taken off. At present 


the tax on whisky is alone sufficient to pre- 
vent any Irishman of the poorer classes from 
pacifying himself at his own expense. 
Freedom of distilling must be given to the 
downtrodden people of Ireland, if Mr. 


GLADSTONE seriously means to pacify them. 
When every Irishman can make his own 


whisky, and when that beverage can be 
bought at a price which will place it within 
the reach of the poorest ex-landlord in the 
island, Ireland will begin to believe in the 


pacific intentions of Great Britain—and not 
until then. 


It is well understood that all Irishmen are 


Roman Catholics, and that an Orangeman or 
a Protestant, no matter how long his ances- 
tors may have lived on Irish soil, is little 
better than an Englishman. It would be 


unreasonable to expect that Irishmen can be 


permanently pacified so long as Orangemen 


and Protestants pollute her soil and by their 
unnecessary and unwarrantable existence 
provoke Roman Catholic Irishmen to 
breaches of the peace. All the Orangemen 


and Protestants of the North of Ireland 
must be expelled from the country, and 


their property, like the property of the land- 
lords, should be confiscated for the benefit 
of true Irishmen. 


To imagine that any Irishman with any 
self-respect will be pacified so long as there 


is an English Viceroy in the Castle would 
be worse than folly. So soon as the British 
Government shall have abolished rents, 
taxes, landlords, and Orangemen it must 
abolish itself so far as Ireland is concerned. 
The Irishmen want their independence, and 
they will never be completely satisfied until 
they have it. Pacification and satisfaction 
must go hand in hand, and no matter what 
Mr. Guapstons may do, Ireland will nei- 
ther besatisfied nor pacified until she is made 
as independent as the United States. 

When all this is done, the Irishmen ought 
to be entirely satisfied, but it is just possible 
that they will not be. Life will become 
sadly monotonous to them. The gun that 
once through Taua’s halls and elsewhere 
throughout the country shot landlords and 
policemen will rust in idleness. The cattle 
will no longer be hamstrung; the families of 
tenants who were guilty of paying rent under 
Mr. Forster’s rule will no longer be within 
reach of avenging whips and knives, and the 
national spirit of conspiracy will have no 


more charms. Will the Irishmen be satistied 
to live without a grievance; with nobody to 
assassinate, and no British Government to 
conspire against? It does not seem possible 
that they will. Mr. Guapstonz will be 
compelled, in the interests of pacification, to 
send supplies of landlords and Orangemen 
to Ireland to be shot at for the amusement of 
the people. He will have to supply every 
town with at least one policeman, to be 
hunted on holidays, and he will have to 
invite delegations of Irishmen to visit 
England and conspire against ber Gov- 
ernment, Otherwise the Irishmen will, 
in course of time, solemnly petition 
England to come and conquer and oppress 
them once more, so that they can enjoy 
their own familiar grievances, and send 
agents to America to take up subscriptions 
for them. . Nobody can doubt the upright- 
ness of Mr. GLApsTonE’s intentions, but if 
he supposes that Irishmen will be satisfied 
without a grievance, he is sadly mistaken. 
He means well, but he has set himself the 
task of satisfying people who refuse to be 
satisfied unless everything they demand is 
given to them, and who, when this is done, 
will be more dissatisfied than ever, because 


they will have no grievance. It is a task 
that even so great a man as Mr. GLADSTONE 
will possibly find beyond his powers. 


The career of Prof. James R. Woop, the 
distinguished surgeon and clinical lecturer, whose 
death on Thursday last will be regarded as a 
calamity alike by operators and by medical edu- 
cators, Was One so many-sided and influential that 
it can scarcely be dismissed with a mere colorless 
obituary. His lesson to young and ambitious 
surgeons is one thatin the:e days cannot be en- 
forced too often. He did not seek to invent new 
methods of operation in critical cases, and never 
preferred striking originality to the safety of the 
patient—a vice more common in surgical practice 
than many of its masters would be willing to ad- 
mit. His avowed purpose in departing from estab- 
lished procedure was always to simplify, improve, 
and abridge, But itis principally as the reformer of 
our system of medical education, and as the great 
apostle of clinical training in preference to didac- 
tic, that the name of Dr. Woop will come down in 
the literature of his profession. The Saturday 
clinics which he began in 1856 at Bellevue Hospital 
formed the starting-point of a new scheme of train- 
ing for practice. The first canon of preparation 
he believed to be embraced in the few words— 
show the student how to operate, instead of mere- 
ly telling him. He held that a medical school 
should be a great workshop of science, not a mere 
institution for conferring diplomas, and that the 
superiority of the German university training lay 
in the fact that the dissecting-room, the labora- 
tory, and the clinic are made such, thus leading 
to great discoveries, the perfection of old methods, 
and the invention of new—in a word, to a mode of 
training that is really scientific. He began hisclin- 
ics with one student. But the attendance soon 
rose to hundreds, and within five years the 
dream of his life—that of founding a medical 
school whose training should approximate his 
ideal—was fulfilled in the establishment of Belle- 
vue Hospital Medical College. The “Dissecting 
bill,” which placed the unclaimed bodies of va- 
grants and paupers at the disposal of medical 
schools, and abolished the midnight raids of stu- 
dents on graveyards, as well as the business of 
the resurrectionist, was almost uniquely due to 
his untiring zeal for the interests of surgical science. 
One may be a good physician and a poor anatomist; 
but a good surgeon and a poor anatomist are a 
contradiction in terms; hence the energetic fight 
to obtain materials for the dissecting-room, com- 
menceac by Dr. Woop five years before the meas- 
ure was finally passed. and pressed upon the 
attention of the Legislature session after session 
until importunity at last triumphed. It seems 


strange that the time should ever have been when 


a surgeon was liable to prosecution for malprac- 
tice if he erred through ignorance of anatomy, 
and to prosecution as a criminal if he was de- 
tected using the only means to prevent such an 
error. But such was the fact not many years ago, 
until Dr. Woop accomplished for New-York what 


Sir AstLey Cooper did for Great Britain. Enforced 
by his energetic personality, his influence on med- 


ical education in this country has thus extended 
beyond the narrow limits of Bellevue. In a few 
years that first. Saturday clinic with its one student 
had worked a revolution in the medical colleges of 
the United States. Whether the medical college 
that he established has fulfilled his ideal or not 


matters very little, therefore. An old German 


cynic has said “Man is an animal that dreams 


dreams.’ Dr. Woop, active as he was in profes- 
sional practice, dreamed his dream, and the lesson 
he leaves to his fellows is that hard, practical work 
in medicine is not inconsistent with public-spirited 
endeavors to reform its methods and to improve 
its purely scientific training.

The depreciation in value by the wear of 


circulation of the gold coinage of England {is there 
exciting some discussion, and it has stimulated Mr. 
Joun Brppu.tea Martin, of Lombard-street, to 
make an extensive investigation. He sent for in- 
formation to every bank, to some 14 railways, to 


50 Post Offices, and to a number of large wage-pay- 


ing firms, and he received 1,092 returns, It was 


found that gold coins minted anterior to 
1840 are now very scarce. The most impor- 
tant point established was that most of the 
gold now in circulation is more or less tight in 
weight. Upon the total number of coins of each 
year since 1817 in circulation there is a weight de- 


ficiency of 84,220,790 grains, The mean loss of 


weight per coin through the wear of circulation is 
0.4825 grains. Mr. Martin estimates the loss on 
light gold at £11 12s. per 1,000 sovereigns; the 
Post Offiee finds it to be actualiy £12 10s. 
On light half-sovereigns the loss is much 
greater, ranging in actual expense from £21 6s. to 
£22 168. on £1,000 worth. Thus the coia of the 


realm is ina very bad way. Individuals bear the 


loss, and not the nation at large, the only loss of 
the nation being the £6,000 depreciation on gold 
sustained by the Post Office. The brunt falls upon 
the bankers, who do their utmost to avoid paying 
for the recoinage of sovereigns and half-sover- 
eigns and are heavily loaded with coin for which 
they can find little use. Their plan has been 


to send down large amounts of worn coin to pro- 


vincial centres of business, where they sell it to 
local bankers against 10 or 15 days’ drafts on Lon- 
don. The bankers put out the coin among their 
wage-paying customers. The London banker loses 
his fortnightly interest on the money rather than 
incur the loss of sending the coin into the Bank of 
England to be clipped. Mr. Martin proposes 
that the State should undertake the task 
and expense of putting the gold currency 
upon its proper footing and of keeping it there. 
The first expense would be £560,000. The average 
life of a sovereign is 17.9 years, of a half-sovereign 
11.6 years. Mr. Martin suggests that an allowance 
of 1 grain on every sovereign of 20 years old and 


of half a grain on every sovereign of 10 years old 


should be made at the expense of the State on the 
light currency now in existence, leaving the indi- 
viduai to bear the loss on light coins of later date 
He also suggests the use of one-pound notes. 
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According to the “trade review” of the 
Chamber of Commerce, the total distribution 
of coffee from first hands was last year the 
largest ever knownin the history of the trade in 
this country. This abundant supply, however, 
seems to have caused the results of the year’s busi- 
ness to have been rather unsatisfactory. The ex- 
traordinary crop of 1879-80 from Brazil was followed 
up with another enormous product, which has 
more than mei the possibilities of the increase of 
consumption. The review attributes this condi- 
tion of affairs to “‘mistaken effort to force up 
prives by monopolizing supplies, the end of which 
is not yet, nor yet in view.” The totz1 receipts last 
year here were 205,000 tons, as against 176,000 tons 
in 1880, an increase of 14 per cent. The consump- 
tion by the United States reached 191,000 
tons, as against 176,000 tons in 1880, be- 
ing an increase of 9 per cent. over 
last year. The shareof the City in the receipts 
was 154,000 tons, the amount received in 1880 being 
133,000 tons. The same increased consumption was 
observed in the tea trade, which is believed to 
have been larger last year than ever before re- 


corded. As in the coffee trade, however, 80 
in the case of tea, the year’s business was 
not regarded as satisfactory, the Prices at which 
the bulk of sales were made ranging low. 
Excessive stock supply marked the opening of the 
year, as the result of heavy importations made 
upon the basis of the high prices of the closing 
part of the previous year, A good business was 
done in January, but the supply being more thar 
abundant, the prices afterward declined. There 
was another improvement in June, but it wad 
only temporary, and the heavy receipts from China 
and Japan sent the prices steadily down again, 
and they ruled as low as ever were known. Of thd 
present season the review speaks more hopefully! 
declaring that the supply promises to “ fall short.” 
and therefore affords holders of stock some 
grounds for anticipating an improvement in prices.

THE MAY MUSIC FESTIVAL. 

The audience assembled at the Music Festta 
val in the Seventh Regiment Armory last evening 
numbered about 6,000. Nearly one-half were ladies. 
There was a notable absence of bright and attrac. 
tive tollets, and there were comparatively few 
dress sults worn. A careful estimate placed 
the number of the chorus at 2,950, and 
they certainly looked as numerous. They 
made @ very pretty picture for a backgro’ ; 
the ladies’ costumes helping to create an a 
tive contrast of color to set off the dead uniformity 
of regulation dress suits in which the male singer 
were arrayed. Although the programme toox 
nearly three hours for its interpretation, the audi. 
ence displayed marked attention during most of 
the time. There was, however, a lack of genu- 
ine enthusiasm, except in a few instances? 
In one respect the behavior of the audience wad 
notable, when one of Mr. Thomas’s well-known 
peguliarities is taken into aceount, and this was 
the disregard shown by auditors in choosing the 
time of departure, At 10 olclock, and even 
before, began the tide which thereafter 
swept in a constant stream toward tha 
various exits, Half an hour later some- 
thing like a general exodus took place, and 
certainly less than three-fourths of the audience 
waited for the solo and choral accompanimeny 
with which the performance was brought to a 
close. The conductor, usually so quick to notiee an 
interruption, suffered the departures to go on with- 
out remonstrance. 


The main features and circumstances attending 
the performance were similar to those of previong 
occasions, although an improvement was noticed 
ina few particulars. The crowds about the em 
trauces, for example, were kept in good order by 
the Police, and the ushers within doors seemed ta 
have mastered the difficulties of their positiong 
sufficiently-to act with commendable politeness, 
The incidents of the performance in other respect¢ 
were not particularly noteworthy. 

Tnere is ne doubt that the concert reflected 
credit on every one eoncerned in it, and itis a 
pleasure to record that it was highly successful. 
Several entertainments that have been previously} 
given have shown a frugality of management anda 
paucity of performers that made it impossible ta 
derive much enjoyment, but last evening the stage 
was filled, and no better choral concert has evey 
been presented. For the first time the chorus wad 
full, the stage being occupied as above stated by, 
some 8,000 singers, and their singing was vigoroug 
and accurate. Much credit is duc the mems 
bers of the Boston Handel and Haydn Society, 
the Cecilian, of Philadelphia, and the Oratoriq 
Soeiety, of Baltimore, This last named organization 
contains a strong force of fresh voices and is equal 
to any work demanded of them. With the othey 
visiting societies they gave tone and firmness to 
the concert. There was the requisite sonority of 
tone, with its impressive majesty, precision in ak 
tack, and remarkable steadiness throughout thé 
protracted and difficult work of the evening, 


Handel's “Israel in Egypt” is one of the 


most elaborate compositions of this great genins, 


though it is less known and admired, 
even by those who worship at his shrine, than his} 
other principal works. It is chiefly devoted toa 
choral effects, and is replete with the sturdy writ- 
ing and imposing and stately composition that 


have given Handel his rank. The soloists were at 


a disadvantage, as might be expected, the chorus 


and orchestra being so full and entirely satisfae- 
tory. The opening recitative by Mr. Candidus, 
and, in fact, all his singing during the 
performance, was admirable. His voice possessed 
the quality that gives it carrying power, and has in 
addition a certain manly rich tone that is attractive. 


The ladies seemed somewhat timid and did not 


achieve any pronounced success in their solos, 


and as a matter of fact there was more than ona 
positive error in reading, which must have been 
remarked by any one familiar with the score. 
Mr. Remmertz and Mr. Whitney were so heartily, 
applauded after the duet in the second part, **The 
Lord is a man of war,” that it was partially re< 


peated, though Mr. Thomas had announced from 


his conductor's stand during the first part that 


there would be no repetitions. The audience, being 
on pDieasure bent, would have demanded a second 
hearing of everything but for the firmness of 
the conductor in stopping this nuisance of un- 
limited encores, for which there seemed to be @ 


decided desire. Fer the credit of New-York, it 
may be said in this connection that the audienca 
was chiefly composed of non-residents. The dou. 
ble chorus, “He spake the word,” was magnifix 
cently sung and was repeated, and the 
same is to be said of “He gave them 
hailstones,” in which the chorus was perfect. 
In general the other choral work was excellent,| 


notwithstanding an occasional contretemps, as in 


the number “And believed the Lord,” when the 


sopranos dragged and were uncertain, making it 
necessary tor the conductor to rap og 
his desk. The power of the visiting societies 
and their quality of tone and evident 
good training made a decided impression. 
This afternoon the coneert will be devoted to it#- 


jan music, All the most distinguished artists en- 


gaged in the Festival will be heard. In the even: 
ing Mme. Gerster, Signor Campanini, Signor Ga. 
lassi, Miss Winant, Mr. Whitney. and others will 
appear in a programme of great interest, including 
works by Liszt, Rubinstein, Berlioz, and Wagner.

CHICAGO GRAIN CORNERS. 
THE PROPOSED REMEDIES—THE BAD STATE 


OF THE CARRYING TRADE—THE APRIL 
DEFAULTERS. 


Cuicaco, May 5.—It may seem singular 
that grain should decline to-aay on bad weather, 
but the case is not unusual. Indeed, it is rather 
the rule than otherwise. An advance with fine 
weather is equally one of the things which occurs 
oftener than not. There is more uncertainty about 
the condition of the wheat in some houses. A part 
eargo taken on to-day at Armourdale’s was all 
right. The remainder was loaded at Keith’s 
elevator, but the private inspector object- 
ed to the contents of one bin. A sample 


of this wheat was brought to the office of 
the shippers and there exhibited. The berry is 
large and plump, but there isa little smell and 
taste to it, which suggested to some experts that 
the wheat had been heated, but subsequently 
sooled off. Parties in the trade say that the wheat 
in most of the elevators here is in as good condition 
BS could be desired, but name two or three about 
which some doubt exists, The weevily wheat, 
about which so much has been said, has not yet 
been drawn out to asufficient extent to prove 
that it was or was not damaged. It 
may prove to be all right, and some friends of the 
house claim that it is the best wheat in town. The 
wheat that is regarded as all right seems to be in 
very good demand. Another 10,000 bushels was 
sold to-day in Buffalo at $1 36, and 20,000 bushels 
was taken out fora millin Milwaukee. The char- 
ters of to-day and Thursday also included 100,000 
bushels for Buffalo, where No. 1 Duluth sold 
Thursday at $1 68. : 

Some misunderstandings have arisen with regard 


to the appointment of the committee to fix the: 


price for settling defaulted April contracts for 
wheat. It is even whispered that the three gentle- 
men (since accepted) were objected to because 
their names were on a paper recently which some 
people thought looked toward impeachment of 
the Directors. This is probably a mistake. The 
oint now in question is the figure that will be set 
by the committee. Several members of the board 
thought to-day that the figure will be a low one. 
But the committee is pledged to decide the case 
on the evidence submitted to it, and will undoubt- 
edly do so, whichever side the balance of 
that testimony may favor. The point is made that 
it would be uncommercial and unlawful to attempt 
to file sales of No. 2 Spring with deliveries of Win- 
ter wheat. The point is well taken. Ifthe Board 
of Trade wishes to invite Winter wheat here by a 
change of the rules,it would be much better to 
make them provide that ‘regular’ wheat shall 
mean either No. 2 Spring or No. 2 Winter, at the 
opiion of the seller. That is, let members trade in 
No. 2 wheat, unless the contract specifies that any 
particular quality shall be delivered by the seller. 
That would work injustice to no one and be per- 
fectly legal. ws 

A leading commission man has the following to 
say about corners, setilements, &c.: “‘Owing to 
continued manipulation of our grain markets for 
some months past, the temper of the trade at large 
has become very bitter toward corners. The rules 
of the Board of Trade provide that, if it shall ap- 
pear to the satisfaction of any committee that any 
member of the board has been guilty of 
attempting to establish a fictitious market 
as a basis of extorting unreasonable dam- 
ages, such committee shall make formal charges 
to that effect tothe Board of Directors, and if, on 
investigation, the Directors find the member 
guilty as charged, he shall be expelled from the 
association. Some weeks since leading members 
of the board proposed a new rule, the purport of 
which was to discipline the officers of the board for 
not enforcing the above rule against corners. This 
proposed new rule was regarded as an unjust 
reflection upon the officers, and was defeated. 
Our rules also provide that, in case of defaulted 
contracts, a committee of five shall be appointed 
by the President and’ confirmed by the 
Directors, to investigate the cause and determine 
the settling price of such defaults. On the Com- 
mittee to Investigate Defaults on the recent April 
wheat deal, the President appointed four of the 
signers of the rule which was proposed to disci- 
pline the officers of the board, and after a sharp 
fight, this committee has been confirmed by the 
Directors. The inevitable conclusion is that there 
is trouble in store for the manipulators of the April 
wheat deal, and unless the committee back down, 
it looks pretty much as though a severe blow 
would be struck at the practice of cornering 
pur markets. We think the vote on the proposition 
to deliver Winter wheat on certain contracts will 
be had next Tuesday, and after amending the 
proposition so that contracts shall call for No. 2 
wheat, (with either Winter or Spring wheat de- 
liverable on them,) we loos for it to be passed. If 
passed, it will only effect contracts made after its 
passage.”’ 

Coneerning the complete prostration of the ves- 
sel interests in Chicago a leading shipper and ves- 
sel owner said to-day: “I do not know of a 
business that is so demoralized at the present time 
as the vessel business. Cargoes of corn are taken 
from Chicago to Buffalo for 2 cents per bushel, 
and coal is brought back for 60 cents per ton, 
A vessel of 40,000 bushels capacity can’t make the 
round trip without losing upwards of $250. 
Her freight down and up at these rates 
amounts to $1,400, The expenses are about. $1,650, 
which includes tow bills, elevator expenses, 
trimming, and the wages and cost of feeding a 
crew of 10. This estimate does not allow for acci- 
dents, loss of rigging, &c. It takes about 22 days 
to make the round trip. The business is in as bad, 
if not a worse, plight than it was in 1877 and i878, 
for, with freights aslow as then, the running ex- 
penses are ali higher. Sailors were paid $1 a day 
in those years. Now they get $2, the Captain $4, 
und the mate $250. Provisions have all advanced.” 

** What is the cause of this depression?” 

“ There is no grain to carry. Wheat is held here 
for manipulative purposes and the stock of corn is 
rapidly running low. The vessel owners are always 
full of hope, and they say if thev can pull through 
the fore part of the season they will be able to 
make up their losses and get a fair interest on the 
investment—maybe a little more—when the new 
trop begins moving in the Fall.” 

‘How long can the vessel interests stand this 
tort of thing ?”’ 

*“*Many owners are rich and can bide their time, 
but with some | fearit will be a tough pull if busi- 
ness doesn’t improveshortly. This depression does 
not appear to be confined to the lake marine, but 
the ocean trade seems to be in the same predica- 
ment, One remedy is abundant crops.

SMALL-POX IN CINCINNATI 
SPREAD OF THE DISEASE-—OUTCRY AGAINST 
THE HEALTH BOARD. 

CINCINNATI, May 5.—There were 200 new 
cases of smali-pox reported at the Cincinnati Health 
Office during the week ending last night. 
the same period there were 526 cases treated within 
the city limits, of which 32 died and 136 were dis- 
charged as well. There remains under treatment 


358 cases, Of-this number 60 are in the pest-nouse, 
and the remaining 298 are at their homes. 
These weekly statements have been growing 
gradually more alarming for two months or 
more, and the disease has now _ reached 
a stage that clearly warrants it being styled epi- 
demic, and is likely to lead to a vigorous effort to 
stamp it out. During the cold Winter months, 
when the number of cases was less than half that 
reported now, the assurance was given that with 
the coming of warm weather the disease would dis- 
appear, but instead of disappearing the number of 
victims has doubled. Atthe close of the business 
hours on Change to-day the Chamber was called to 
order and aresolution was presented and unani- 
mously adopted asking the Board of Health to 
dismiss the present Health Officer and appoint Dr. 
Q. C. Minor to that position, with full control of 
the entire sanitary department. Dr. Minor was 
Health Officer during the yellow fever fright, three 
ears ago, and by his excellent management at 
hat time inspired the fullest confidence upon the 
part of all classes. He refused a re-election be- 
eause of the corrupt character of the Board of 
Health. Itis now proposed to ask the board to 
give him entire charge of the department. 
There is likely to be a loud popuiar cry 
that this be done, but the board was 
never more corrupt than now, and may refuse to 
vote its power away. Mayor Means, who is ex 
officio a member of the board, has never met with 
the board but once because of its bad character. 
He stated to-day that he would attend the next 
meeting should it appear that Dr. Minor could, by 
his vote, be placed in charge of the department. 
Merchants state that their business is being se- 
riously injured by the prevalence of the disease, 
and it is feared that the throngs of visitors who are 
wont to attend the May Festivals will not dare come 


this year.

BROCKWAY’S FORGED BONDS. 

THE COUNTERFEITER TELLING HOW DOYLE 
GOT THE BONDS-—-CURIOUS STATEMENTS 


IN A COURT. 

CuicaGo, May 5.—The appearance on the 
witness stand of William E. Brockway, the noto- 
rious forger and counterfeiter, was an interesting 
feature to-day in the trial of James B. Doyle in the 
United States Court. The last time Doyle was 
tried Brockway failed to appear, and Doyle was 
found guilty, but was subsequently granted a new 


trial. Brockway now appears as a witness for the 
defense, and in his testimony to-day he swore posi- 
tively that Doyle had no knowledge or suspicion of 
the true character of the $200,000 in bonds which 
Brockway turned over to him in New-York and 
which were tound in Doyle’s possession when he 
was arrested in Chicago. ‘Mr. Spencer!’’ Judge 
Bangs called, and a tall, slender, gentlemanly ap- 
pearing,'well-preserved man of 65 threaded bis way 
through the throng to the witness stand. He is a 
man of kindly features, wearing full, grizzled, curly 
whiskers and short-cropped curly bair. He took 
off a heavy ulster and was attired during his ten- 
anoy of the’witness stand in a long black, clerical- 
looking sack coat and suit. He looked more like a 
preacher than a counterfeiter. 

“You are known both by the name of Brockway 
and Spencer?’ Judge Bangs asked after the witness 
had beensworn. ‘ Yes, my early name was William 
E. Brockway. I got the name Spencer from having 
lived with afamily of that name in my youth. [ 
live in New-York, at No. 760 Eighth-avenue. I have 
lived in Brooklyn and New-York since 1851." The 
witness described the manufacture of the bogus 
plates, and afterward the manufacture of the 
bonds. ‘The bonds were completed in all de- 
tails,” he said, ‘some time in June. The writ- 
ing was done last. I did some of the 
writing, and Smith did some of it. All 
was done in Smith’s house. The bonds were de- 
livered to Doyle in October. I delivered them to 
him in my room in Brooklyn. I went to Smith’s 
house and got them. Doyle never saw them be- 
fore the day they were delivered to him. I never 
introduced Doyle to Smith, and Doyle had no 
knowledge of Smith’s character. Doyle was never 
introduced to any counterfeiters or made aequaint- 
ed with any of the secrets of counterfeiting. The 
arrangement that I had made with Doyle grew 
out of his proposition to join him in start- 
ing a cattle ranch. I told him that I 
had no control of my money, as it was in my 
wife’s name, but I could get some securities from 
Belden’s father-in-law. He mentioned $100,000 as 
enough, and I told him that I could get twice that 
amount as wellas not. The agreement was that I 
was to have afourth interest forthe securities. 
The real reason for the delay in delivering the 
bonds was that the ink looked new and I did not 
want him to take them until they were perfect. That 
was the reason [kept him amused by taking him 
fishing. They were to be used merely as security 
for first cost, and were to be returned to me as 
soon as the ranch had got into such shape that 
money could be raised on it as security. I don’t 
think he ever knew me by any other name but 
Spencer. That is the name by which I have been 
known by my ‘friends and acquaintances for 20 
years in business transactions. Deeds, &c., I 
always signed C. E. Spencer.”’ 

In his cross-examination by District Attorney 
Lake, Brockway said: ** Right here I will say that 
I did not believe that there was one particle of risk 
in placing these bonds, Icould have placed them 
in New-York without anv trouble at all. and they 
would have been paid without suspicion at the 
Treasury, as millions of others have been paid. 
When the duplications of numbers was discovered, 
it would have been attributed to imperfections of 
the numbering machine.” The trial is still in 
progress, and uniess Brockway’s testimony can be 
in some way shaken Doyle’s chances for acquittal 
are excellent.

FRAUD IN LAND CERTIFICATES. 
THE HISTORY OF THE FRAUDULENT ISSUES 
FROM SANTA FE, NEW-MEXICO. 

Sr. Paun, Minn., May 5.—A great deal of 
excitement and uneasiness has been caused at 
Grand Forks and other district land offices in 
Dakota by the issue of the order from the General 
Land Office at Washington forbidding the accep- 
tance of Surveyors’ certificates purporting to be 
issued from Santa Fé, New-Mexico. Dispatches 
from Grand Forks say that several thousand acres 
in that district have been entered and paid with 
that script. The mode of origin of the certificates 
is familiar. Application is made by a settler who 


wishes to locate on unsurveyed land to the 
Surveyor-General of the district, who orders 
the land surveyed. The settler pays the cost 
of the survey and receives a certificate for the 
amount, which he can use in paying for his land 
wheu he proves up his entry. Those certificates 
are negotiable and generally pass into the hands of 
brokers, who sell them atasmall discount to the 
land-buyers who desire to make payment at once 
to the Land Offices. The fraud in the case of these 
New-Mexico certificates was facilitated by the dis- 
tance of their pretended place of issue from the 
point where they were used. 

An Aiexandria (Dakota) dispateh to the Pioneer- 
Press says the firm of Burt & Miller, of St. Louis, 
offered through the mails to sell such certificates 
at 92cents. The bank at Alexandria wrote them 
proposing to buy if genuine. Without any other 
order the firm sent them $800 worth of certificates, 
Cc. O. D,, and wired them of the fact, but wrote no 
letter. Upon inspection of the certificates they 
appeared to be issued by G. W. Williams, Assist- 
ant Treasurer of the United States, Santa Fé, New- 
Mexico. A description of the certificates and the 
numbers were taken and the Assistant Treasurer and 
the Commissioner of the General Land Office were 
written to by the bank and asked if the certificates 
were genuine. The letter written to the Assistant 
Treasurer at Santa Fé was answered by the First 
National Bank of that place, saying that there was 
no Assistant Treasurer there, and the Commissien- 
er of the General Land Office telegraphed that the 
certificates were fraudulent, aud that he had tele- 
graphed the Receivers of Dakota, Minnesota, and 
Montana to reject all Santa Fé bonds until further 
orders. The scrip, it is thought. has found its way 
largely into the hands of land brokers, settlers, and 
iz some cases local land agents.

VIRGINIA BONDHOLDERS AT LAW, 
SEEKING TO PREVENT THE APPLICATION 
OF CERTAIN MONEYS FOR EDUCATIONAL 
PURPOSES. 

RicuMonpD, Va., May 5.—Mr. W. L. Royall, 
of New-York, to-day filed a bill in the Circuit 
Court of this City, as counsel for certain holders of 
Virginia bonds in England, asking an injunction 
restraining the State from applying the proceeds of 
the sale of Virginia’s interest in the Atlantic, Mis- 
sisippi and Ohio Railroad, amounting to half a 
million dollars, to the erection of a colored Nor- 
mal College, or for any other object other than 
provided forin the Funding act of 1871. At the 


past session of the Legislature of this State the 
Readjusters enacted a law applying $100,000 of 
this money te the erection of a Normal 
College for the colored people, and the surplus of 
$400,000 to be turned over to the public schools of 
the State. Mr. Royall contends that the Funding 
bill of 1871 provided that ali money realized from 
the sale of the Commonwealth’s interest in works 
of internal improvements should be covered into 
the sinking fund under that act. These proceed- 
ings seek to compel the State to obey the mandate 
of the act. Another suit was beguninthe same 
court a few days ago, having the same general objeet 
in view. The application by the Readjusters in the 
legisiation of this half-million dollars was relied 
upon by the Mahone people to increase their pop- 
ularity with the masses, and especially with the 
colored people. The Readjusters claim that even 
if the bondholders are successful in these litiga- 
tions, the Sinking Fund Commissioners are mem- 
bers of their own party and can, if they see fit, con- 
vert these proceeds into Riddieberger bonds. The 
question is also agitated of commencing legal pro- 
ceedings to restrain the Richmond and Danville 
Railroad from paying in Riddleberger bonds its in- 
debtedness to the State, amounting to over $400,- 
000, as authorized under an act of the last Legisia- 
ture. It is contended, however, that this case is 
not similar to that of the Atlantic. Mississippi and 
Obio, as no money is to be realized to the State 
from this transaction, and it cannot come under 
the provision of the law relied upon in the former 
case.

KILLED AND ROBBED BY A SAILOR. 
A TRAGEDY ON A DREDGING SLOOP IN MARY- 
LAND. 

BALT™ORE, May 5.—A shocking tragedy 
and robbery was committed on board of the sloop 
Fanny Southern last night in Machodoc Creek, 
about three miles below Pope’s Creek, on the 
Potomac River. The details of the affair are as 
follows: Capt. Edward Nelson, of the sloop Fanny 
Southern, was dredging oysters in Machodoo 


Creek, and had made arrangements to sail this 
morning. The crew of the sloop consisted of 
the Captain and two men, one celored and 
the other supposed to be a German. Some 
time during the night the German killed 
the Captain, while he was asleep in 
his berth, by cutting his throat. He also mortally 
wounded the negro by beating him with a club. 
After committing the deed the murderer put on 
the Captain’s clothes and robbed the boat, getting 
about $1,000, which he is supposed to have known 
was on board. He left the boat, with sail set, float- 
ing in the river, and rowed ashore in a small boat. 
He took passage on the steamer Arrowsmith at 
Mathiaspoint, bound for Washington. He is de- 
scribed as a thick-set, smooth, full-faced man, 
about 54% feet high, short dark hair, wearing a cap 
and dark suit of clothes. Capt. Nelson is from the 
eastern part of Maryland.

the liquidation of the balance of the floating debt,

It will be seen that the debt of the company has 
increased about $2,000,000, notwithstanding the 
fact that no dividends have been paid on the cap- 
ital stock nor any interest on the income bonds,

It is difficult to conceive how these heavily mort- 
gaged assets can be regarded as of great available 
value to the Central of New-Jersey. 

The real estate was acquired for use in connec- 
tion with the business of the railroad. 

The stocks of the leased railroads can be so'd 
only under an interest guarantee, the amount of 
which must become an annual charge against the 
net earnings of the company. Such sales are 
equivalent to borrowing money. 

The property of the American Dock and Im- 
yyw Company is subject to a mortgage of 

8,000,000, the bonds being guaranteed by the Cen- 
tral of New-Jersey, and interest thereon not being 
enforceable before July 1, 1883. The mortgage has 
recently been increased to $5,000,000, mainly to 
provide for accrued and accruing interest. 

The capital stock of the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre 
Coal Company was reported, in 1878, as $8,700,000. 
The consolidited mortgage bonds, amounting to 
$11,500,000, are guaranteed by the Central of New- 
Jersey, and there are income bonds to the amount 
ot $1,130,640. Both consolidated and income bonds 
Were, in 1878, bs aah ge as subject to underlying 
mortgages for about $4,559,109. Interest on the 
$5,384,000 consolidated bonds owned by the mmo 
as also interest on the $1,130,640 of income bonds, 
is to be paid in priority to interest on the eonsoll- 
dated bonds owned by the Central of New-Jersey. 
No reliable information is attainable as to the con- 
dition of the coal company and its mines. In Feb- 
ruary, 1877, the Investigating Committee of the 
Central of New-Jersey reported to a meeting of 
stockholders that the losses on mining coal in the 
three years to Jan. 1. 1877, amounted to $4,273,490. 
The railroad company must, in any event, sustain 
the coal company, or run the risk of having the 
control of the mines pass to adverse interests, and 
as r consequence lose the carrying of the coal. 


It will be seen from the above that the Wabash 
Road has increased its bonded obligations since 
Jan. 1, 1880, $50,000,000, and increased its capital 
stock within a fraction of $10,000,000; that it had a 
floating debt on Deo, 31, 1881, of upward of $6,000,- 
000, which must have increased largely during the 
first four months of the present year; that, although 
paying dividends upon its preferred stock during 
1881, it not only did not earn them, but fell short 
nearly $1,250,000 of earning fixed charges. Its fixed 
charges for the current year will be $1,000,000 more 
than for 1881. Taking the business of 1881 as a basis 
for the earnings of the present year, it will be seen 
that the company must fail to earn its fixed charges 
by $2,200,000. 

As respects the New-Jersey Central Road, it ap- 
pears, as will be seen on perusal of the tables given 
above, that the company, during the period of the 
Receivership. when, of course, no dividends were 
paid, not only made no progress toward a liquida- 
tion of its debts. but increased its bonded obliga- 
tions upward of $2,000,000, this during the best 
years the coal trade ever enjoyed.

THREE RACES AT LEXINGTON. 


THE FIRST REGULAR DAY-—POPE LEO, FREE- 
LAND, AND HEGIAZ THE WINNERS. 

Lrxincton, Ky., May 5.—This was the first 
of the regular days of the meeting of the Ken- 
tucky Association, and the attendance was large, 
despite the threatening weather. The track was 
very heavy from last night’s rain, and unsafe in 
places. The betting was heavy, particularly on 
the second race, in which the wiseagres got severe- 
ly nipped. 

The first race was a selling race; purse $200; 


one mile and an eighth. The starters were 
Hayden & Barry’s ch. g. Pathfinder, 3 years; 


W. B. Feland's oh. f. Saraband, 3 years; Chinn & 
Morgan’s b. c. Bubbler, 3 years; Mahoney & Broth- 
er’s ch, c. Lute Fogle, 3 years; J. R. MokKee’s ch. zg. 
Pope Leo, 4 years; Carrol & Mack's br. g, Tax 
Gatherer, 8 years; Noah Armstrong’s b. f. Her- 
mine, 3 years. Pools sold—Pope Leo, $100; the 
field, $130. The book-betting was one and one-half 
to one against Pope Leo. A _ capital start 
was made at the first attempt, Pope Leo, 
Hermine, and Pathfinder in the front rank, 
and the others not half a length away. 
In the run to the stand, Hermine went out and 
took the track, while Murphy took a pull on Pope 
Leo. They entered on the mile Hermine a length 
in front or Pope Leo, who was lapped tothe throat- 
latch by Tax Gatherer, who was followed by Path- 
finder, Saraband, Bubbler, and Lute Fogle in the 
order named. Going around the north turn, Tax 
Gatherer moved up, headed Hermine at the quarter 
post, and showed the way along the back stretch, 
with the filly’s bead at her saddle girth, Pope Leo 
running third still under a strong pull, the re- 
mainder of the field running Indian file two lengths 
apart, Saraband acting the part of file closer. 
Hermine made an unsuccessful attempt to 
Tax Gatherer at the three-quarters and 
then fell away, beaten. When well straight- 
ened out on the home stretch, Murphy gave 
Pope Leo his head ana quick!y headed Tax Gather- 
er, winning “hands down” by a length, Tax Gath- 
erer second, a head in front of Lute Fogle, who 
made a very strong finish; Bubbler finished fourth, 
Hermine fitth, Pathfinder sixth, and Saraband sev- 
enth; the last two were beaten off. Time—-2:05%. 
French pools paid $12 60. The winner was bought 
in. 

The second race was the Phenix Hotel Stakes 
fo 3-year olds; one mile and a quarter. The starters 
were Noah Armstrong’s (G. D. Wilson & Co.’s) ch. 
ce. Monarch; E. Berry Wali’s (G. D. Wilson 
& Co.'s) g. ¢« Knightly King; T. J. Megibben’s b. 
c. Newsboy; Rodes & Carr's b. ¢. Wallen-See; 
F. B. Harper's b. c. Freeland. Pools sola—Mon- 
aroh, $100: Walien-See, $55; Freeland, $40; News- 
boy, $28; Knightly King, $10. The book-betting 
was even money against Monarch, five to two 
against Freeland, three to one against Wallen-See, 
six toone against Newsboy, fifteen to one against 
Knightly King. Monarch was the quickest away, 
with Knightly King second. Newsboy, Wallen-See, 
and Freeland got away together, a length behind 
the leader. The pace was slow down the straight. 
They passed the stand, Monarch under a 
pull.in the centre of the track, two lengths 
in front of Freeland, who was a length before Wal- 
len-See, he two lengths ahead of Newsboy, who 
was laboring in the mire close to the rails, Knightly 
King bringing up the rear under a double pull. 
Entering on the mile, Fisher increased the 
pace and put another length between 
Monarch and Wallen-See, who had changed 
places with Freeland at the quarter post. 
Wallen-See made a beautiful run along the back 
stretch, shutting daylight out between him and 
Monarch. At the half-mile Freeland was ranning 
third, a length behind Wallen-See, and six lengths 
in front of Newsboy, fourth, the others ten lengths 
to the rear. Wallen-See quit badly at the five fur- 
longs, aud Freeland weut into second place. 
Monarch straightened out for the run home a 
length before Freeland, who was running very free. 
Monarch ran well to thejseven furlongs, where he, 
too, cut it and resigned the lead to Freeland, who 
came on and woa handily, without touch of whip 
or steel, by two lengths. Mouarch finished second, 
a very tired horse, two lengths in front of Walleu- 
See, third, who was five lengths before Knightly 
King, fourth. Newsboy was pulled up midway 
down the straight and cantered home. Time— 
2:1914. French pools paid $24 50. 

The third race was a handicap for a purse of 
$250; one and one quarter miles, ‘The starters were 
Robinson, Morgan & Co.’s br. f. Nana, 3 years; Bb. 
G. Thomas’s ch. f. Hegiaz, 4 years; Hayden & 
Barry’s ch. g. Bagdad, 4 years. Pools sold—Bagdad, 
$150; Hegiaz, $115; Nana, $26. .The book-betting 
was fiveto fouron Bagdad, even money against 
Hegiaz, aud fourto two against Nana. Nana got 
away first, Hegiaz second, and Bagdad third, half 
a length apart. The boy on Nana immediately set 
a brisk pace and passed the stand four lengths in 
front of Hegiaz, Stovall, on Bagdad, trailing and 
playing a waiting race. Passing around the north 
turn Hegiaz and Bagdad pulled on the outside of 
the track, thus widening the gap between them 
and the leader. Nana. midway along the back 
stretch, became pumped out and fell away rapidly. 
At the half-mile post Hegiaz showed in the lead, 
but Bagdad almost ge ng headed the filly. 
She came again at the five furlongs, and the pair 
raced on nearly level terms to the seven furlongs, 
where Hegiaz came away and won easily by three 
lengths, Bagdad second. Nana was beaten 100 
yards. Time—2:2244. French pools paid $11 10.

THE USURY LAW. 
The Board of Managers of the Produce Ex- 
change yesterday adopted the following in refer- 
ence to the Usury law: . 


Whereas, The present Usury law has not only proved 
inoperative as a measure to regr ate the rate of inter- 
est on mercantile transactions, but from the penalties 
imposed, tends to enhance the current rates in active 
money market; and 

Whereas, It has been found that wherever the rate 
of money is regulated only by supply and demand, in- 
stead of by law. the interest of the commercial classes 
are protected; and 

Whereas, The Legislature of this State now have 
under consideration a bill to permit the rate of inter- 
est on demand loans exceeding $5,000 to be fixed by 
contract; therefore, 

Resolved, That the New-York Produce Exchange 
recommends the passage of this act as calculated to 
benefit all classes engaged in finance and commerce, 
and as a necessary step to be taken to enable New- 
York City to become the financial centre of the world.

MR. KNEELAND TESTIFIES 


YHE WESTBROOK-WARD-MANHAT- 
TAN INVESTIGATION. 

WHE WITNESS GIVES A DETAILED ACCOUNT 

OF THE LITIGATION—HE BELIEVES JUDGE 


WESTBROOK REEPONSIBLE FOR ‘ALL THE 
TROUBLE. 


_ The Westbrook-Ward-Manhattan Railway 
Investigation was resumed yesterday by the Ju- 
diciary Committee of the Assembly, sitting in a 
parlor of the St. James Hotel, Chairman Poucher 
presiding The counsel present were Mr. Stetson 
and Mr. Perry for the committee, Hamilton Harris 
for Judge Westbrook, and William 8. Ruggles for 
ex-Attorney-General Ward. Eight members of the 
committee were in attendance. Judge West- 
brook’s son, T. Beekman Westbrook, and his 
cousin, Frederick L. Westbrook, also occupied 
their accustomed seats. Mr. Raphael J. Moses, Jr., 
fwho has figured prominentiy in the Receivership 
fnvestigation, and who nas attended the previous 
Ressions of this committee regularly, was again 
present yesterday. He listens to the testimony of 
witnesses with apparently deep interest. John 

loodgood, the banker, Gen. Lester B. Faulk- 
ner, and Gen. Moxley’ Sorrel, of Sa- 
vannah, Ga., were among the _ spectators. 
Immediately after Chairman Poucher had rapped 
for order, Hamilton Harris, counsel for Judge West- 
brook, submitted transcripts that the stenogra- 
pher had made from the files of Tue Tues of 
certain editorial and news articles relating to the 


Manhattan litigation. He briefly explained the 
bature of the articles and read portions of them. 
The first one cited was printed July 16, 1881, the 
second Sept. 29, the third Oct. 1, the fourth Oct. 22, 
the fifth Oct. 23, the sixth Dec. 22, and the seventh 
Dee. 24. Copies of the published decisions of Judge 
Lawrence and of the General Term were also sub- 
moto and all of the documents were put in evi- 
ence. 
Sylvester H. Kneeland, Vice-President of the 
etropolitan Company, was the first witness. He 
testified that in July, 1881, he was elected a Di- 
rectcr of the company. He was aware of the va- 
rious suits against the Manhattan Railway Com- 
any from April, 1881, to November or December 
nfhe same year. The effect of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s suit, and of the petition of the New-York 
Company for the return of its property, upon 
the stock of the Manhattan Company was 
t.> depress it to a great extent. On 
Feb. 14, 1881, before any proceedings were 
rommenced, the stock sold as high as 464%. On 
ug. 9 it sold as lowas 1544. The hiehest price 
etween Aug.9 and Oct. 8, exclusive of the last 
date, was 25. On Oct. 8 it reached 20, and between 
that date and Oct. 22 the highest price was 53%, 
Which was on Oct. 22. The highest price between 
the dates was 4616, and after Oct. 22 it sold as 
high as 5914. Jay Gould, at the time of his election 
as a Metropolitan Director, owned no stock, but 
‘was qualified by Mr. Sage, who transferred to him 
{200 shares. The banking and brokerage firm of W. 
KG. Connor & Co., formed in September, 1881,consist- 
jed of W. E. Connor, Jay Gould, and G. P. Morosini. 
On Oct. 8, when the transfer-books of Manhattan 
closed, Mr. Gould held 20,000 shares on the books, 
W. E. Connor & Co., 13,500; G. P. Morosint, George 
J. Gould, Connor’s clerks, and some of Mr. Gould’s 
brokers also held stock on the books for Mr. Gould. 
There: was a meeting on Oct. 15, at which Mr. Field 
roposed to reduce the Metropolitan dividend for 
ental from 10 to 4 per cent., the 4 per cent. to 
be earned by the Metropolitan line only, 
Which was to be run by the Man- 
haittan Company.

‘of Mr. Gould’s opinion as to the solvency of Man- 
Wittan, both by Gould’s affidavit of Sept. 20 
®nd by Mr. Gould’s statements made to witness. 
Yat the time the New-York Company asked for a 
return of its property witness advised the issue of 
Receivers’ certificates, and they were allowed to 
jbe issued; but one clause of the order made by 
jJudge Westbrook nullified the whole negotiable 
‘value of the certificates authorized to be issued. 
/The court refused to hold the company’s property 
jto secure them, and required the whole $1,000,000 
‘to be taken at par. There were only two days to 
pegotiate them in, and Hamilton Ward 
ad deciared the company to be_ bogus, 
fwith no right to exist at all.

In continuation of “his testimony Mr. Kneeland 
said that he did not go to Albany and prepare a 
resolution based on the Tue T1mzs’s articies, He 
‘went on to say that he held Judge Westbrook re- 
sponsible for all of the trouble that had been 
brought upon the elevated railway companies. By 
Judge Westbrook’s ‘manipulation and manage- 
ment” of this litigation the Metropolitan and New- 
York Companies had been wrecked. When asked 
to specify regarding Judge Westbrook’s acts, the 
witness said that by the adjournments and delays 
in the various suits the interests of the stockhold- 
ers had been sacrificed. In the first place, he 
claimed, had the order for issuing Receivers’ cer- 
tificates been properly granted, there would have 
been no trouble. Ina word, Mr. Kneeland said 
that he found fault with allof the papers in the 
case. 

In answer to Mr. Stetson the witness again 
stated that he had never made any communication 
relative to the Manhattan litigation to the pub- 
lisher or editor of THz New-York Timgs, nor to 
anybody else connected with this paper. He had 
made it a practice to refer all reporters to the law- 
yers inthe cases. Mr. Kneeland said, in reply to 
a@ question by Mr. Barris, that he had reason to be- 
lieve that the New-York Company would have con- 
sented to the striking out of the forfeiture clause 
in the tripartite agreement. Heber R. Bishop had 
told him so, and he had received similar assurances 
from others interested in the New-York Company. 
The object in causing Receivers’ certificates to be 
issued was to prevent the forfeiture of the leases, 
but the manner in whieh Judge Westbrook’s order 
was issued had worked great injury to the Metro- 
politan and New-York Companies. 

Col. Burton N. Harrison, formerly Secretary and 
standing counsel of the Board of Rapid Transit 
Commissioners, was next called and stated what 
the organization of the commission was and how 
the Manhattan Companv was afterward organized 
under the provisions of the Rapid Transit act of 
1875, together with the relations to it of the New- 
York, Metropolitan, and New-York Loan and Im- 
provement Companies. He then gaid he first con- 
ferred with Attorney-General Ward about the Man- 
hattan suits at the Windsor Hotel, the Attorney- 
General saying that the letter of President Galla- 
way asking the City to reduce the taxes exhibited 
such a state of corporate rottenness that he 
thought it was his duty to begin a suit to annul its 
charter. They conferred about it, and the At- 
torney-General asked him if he had any relations 
with the company which would make it improper 
for him to receive a retainer and aet for the Stato 
in preparing a complaint against the company. 
Witness said he had no relations with any of 
the companies, and he was then _ retained. 
After performing the duties for which he had 
been retained, the witness made out his bill and 
gave it tothe Attorney-General. The items of the 
bill were $250 as a retainer, $2,000 as a fee, and 
$1,250 for expenses, The bill was paid. Mr. Har- 
rison said that he had no reason to think that the 
Attorney-General’s actions relative to the elevated 
railway litigation were influenced by any corpora- 
tions or private individuals. 


The committee adjourned until 11 o’clock this 
forenoon. 


THE NEW OPERA-HOUSE. 
———@—— 
THE TERRA COTTA BAS-RELIEFS TO BE USED 


IN ITS ORNAMENTATION, 


Six pieces of terra cotta work, to be placed 
over the Broadway entrance of the new opera- 
house, betwen Fortieth and Forty-tirst streets, are 


shown at the workshop of the sculptor, Domingo 


Mora, a Spanish artist recentiy settled in this City. 
Mr. Mora comes from South America, (whither he 
had gone after 11 years’ study in Barcelona, Mad- 
rid, Rome, and Paris,) with a fine reputation gained 
by work at Montevideo and Buenos Ayres. The 


Public Exchange of Montevideo is adorned by six 


large statues from his hand, and a figure of his 
designing, called “The Civil War,’ was pur- 
chased for the National Academy of Chili. 
Of the six pieces comprising the group for the new 
opera-house, two are medallions, 24% feet in diam- 
eter, showing the heads of Wagner and Beethoven 
in bas-relief; two, to be placed under the medal- 
lions and measuring each 3 feet 8 inches by 8 feet 9 
inches, are bas-reliefs of groups of children repre- 
senting “The Song” and ‘The Dance,” while the 
two others are bas-relief panels, to be placed along- 
side of the squares and continuing the general {dea 
in them through the medium of two figures only. 
The Beethoven and Wagner reliefs are faithful re- 
productions of the faces and heads made familiar 
by photographs, the rugged outlines of the one 
contrasting with the clean-cut contour of the other. 
The relief in these, as in all the pieces, is bold, on 
account of the elevated position they occupy. 
“The Song” is a spirited grouping of eight singers, 
with a leader and two munsicianms. A!l are boys. 
The faces are by no means characterless, the 
attitudes are easy, and the youthful bodies 
are accurately modeled. ‘‘The Dance’ is 
another group of boys, circling about in 
rollicking dance two of their comrades. One of 
the revelers has lost his hold and fallen to the 
ground, and a companion is assisting him to rise. 
A tambourine at one side and scattered flowers are 
part of the idea. The panel representing the dance 
shows a refinement over that of the square piece, 
just as the panel of song is more dignified than its 
corresponding square. In tne first, a maiden of 
dainty form, lightly clad, istripping by, her face 
expressive of modesty and restrained delight, At 
her rigbt is a youth who acts as her escort. The 
second panel pictures the severe and the lighter 
classes of music—a woman soberly clad, having 
suspended at her back alyre,is represented as 
beating a triangle and walking with aignitied car- 
riage, personifying classical music, while the lighter 
style is shown by a Pan-like youth at her side play- 
ing upon the flute and beating a drum. All the 
pieces are to be of a buff-colored clay, and will be 
well set off by the supporting wall of red brick.

The contest of the will of the late Sarah 
Burr, who left nearly $2,500,000 to religious, char- 
itable, and educational institutions, was formally 
opened yesterday before Surrogate Rollins. There 
was an imposing array of counsel on each side. 
Among those on the side of the proponents were 
John E. Parsons, ex-Surrogate Calvin, and Henry 


Mann, and on the side of the contestants, ex- 
Judge Pierrepont, Franklin and Clifford H. Bartlett. 
Mr. Pierrepont said it was theintention of the 
contestants to ask for the appointment of a tem- 
porary Administrator to serve during the contest. 
‘The counsel on the other side signified their readi- 
ness to consent to the appointment of the Execu- 
tors, J. and S. Riker, as Seampernty Administrators, 
but Mr. Pierrepont objected to those gentlemen. 
Subsequently an agreement was arrived at be- 
tween counsel and the Rikers were appointed. 
The examination of thc_ subscribing wit- 
nesses was then began. Henry Day, a wit- 
ness to the second codicil, testified that Miss 
Burr was perfectly sane when she signed that in- 
strument. George De Forest Lord testified that he 
was present at the preparation of the will, having 
gone with his father, Daniel Lord, to the house of 
the*testator.

Riker, testified that he had known Miss Burr for 10 
years prior to her death. He was familiar with her 
handwriting, and he identified the signatures to 
the codicils as hers. E, Ritzner De Grove, another 
subscribing witness to the second codicil, described 
the execution of that document, and testified that 
Miss Burr was sane at the time. 


A NEW SOUND STEAMER. 

The new Sound steamer Rhode Island, of the 
Providence Line, was opened to public inspection 
yesterday at Pier No. 29 North River, and was vis- 
ited by a large number of ladies and gentlemen. 
The dimensions of the handsome vessel are: Length 


of keel, 825 feet; width at water line, 46 feet; 
over the guards, 83 feet, and depth of hold 15 feet. 


Her capacity, according to carpenters’ measure- 
ment, is 2,800 tons, She was built at Noank, Conn., 
and received her machinery at the Morgan Iron- 
works, in this City. Her owners claim she has 
been made fire-proof. The boiler and fire room 
are incased in heavy sheet-iron, which extends 
above the hurricane deck. The floor beams 
are of iron, and the eulinary aepartment 
is incased in galvanized iron. The engine 
has a 90-inch cylinder, with a _piston-stroke of 14 
feet. The pilot-house is placed well forward, and 
contains two wheels for steering by means of 
steam. The forward wheel is generally used, but 
the after one can be disconnected and put in use 
at a moment’s notice. There are 159 state- 
rooms for passengers and the usual comple- 
ment of berths. Over 500 passengers can 
easily be accommodated. The state-rooms are 
many of them richly furnished, and well lighted 
and ventilated. The main and ladies’ cabins are 
fitted up in the most elaborate style. The steamer 
is lighted by eleetric lights and by gas, the latter 
being obtained on shore and stored in steel cylin- 
ders. The restaurant ison the lowerdeck. The 
grand staircase is elegantly carved from_ solid 
wood. Capt. Jesse Mott commands the Rhode 
Island, which will commence runping alternately 
with the Massachusetts in a few days: The new 
steamer cost about $650,000.

JAY GOULD TO MAYOR GRACH. 


AN OPEN LETTER RBLATIVE TO THE TAX- 
ATION OF THE ELEVATED ROADS. 

Jay Gould, President of the Manhattan 
Railway Company, has addressed an open letter to 
Mayor Grace in relation to the tax questions be- 
tween the City and the elevated railroad com- 
panies. Alluding to eertain published interviews 
with the Mayor on this subject, Mr. Gould says that 
the facts are evidently not within his Honor’s 
knowledge, inasmuch as the latter treats the mat- 
ter as if the City officials were all right and the ele- 


vated railroads all wrong. The reverse, it is 
claimed, is shows by the facts, The City officials 
have taxed the elevated railroad companies on 
their capital and structure $1,478,836 25. This 
amount of tax includes the years 1879, 1880, and 
1881. Mr. Gould maintains that there is not in this 
or any other country ‘“anether instance of such 
excessive burdens imposed in the name of taxes.”’ 
It is claimed on behalf of the elevated rail- 
road companies that in this instance 
the laws have been erroneously applied; 
that they do not authorize any such 
assessment as has been made of the capital stock 
of the companies, and that a just administration 
of their provisions would not authorize an assess- 
ment of over one-half the amount entered in the 
tax-books of the Mtg: ery structures. Attention 
is called to the fact that the companies duly pre- 
sented their complaints to the courts, where they 
are still pending undecided. In these complaints 
it is claimed that if the same rales had been ap- 
plied in assessing the capital of the elevated roads 
as have been applied in assessing the capital 
of other corporations situated in the City 
the taxes complained of would not have 
been imposed. The statutory requirements, 
Mr. Gould avers, direct the Assessors 
to deduct from the capital of corporations the 
amounts paid out by them respectively for their 
real estate, and the balance only is to be assessed 
at its actual value for taxation. With regard to 
tne elevated roads these requirements, it is alleged, 
have not been complied with. Both the New-York 
and the Manhattan Companies have been taxed on 
tneir capitals and on their structures, and the Man- 
hattan Company, the lessee of the two roads, 
which, according to Mr. Gould’s letter, “is not in 
its own right possessed of any property other than 
what it thus holds on lease,” is asked to pay a tax 
on a valuation of capital of $6,792,500 in 1880, and 
$4,290,000 in 1881. 

Mr. Gould tells the Mayor that by his attempt to 
procure the enactment of a law by the State Le- 
gislature relative to the taxation of the elevated 
roads he compelled the companies to go to the Le- 
gislature in opposition to the proposed law, and at- 
tention is called to the fact that the legislative com- 
mittee ** decided to leave the City and the elevated 
railroad companies tu have their rights determined 
in the courts.” The action of the Senate commit- 
tee Mr. Gould regards as nothing more than fair 
and justtothe elevated eompanies, and he takes 
the Mayor to task for stigmatizing it as “a gross 
outrage upon the community.’’ The writer of 
the letter accuses Mayor Grace of recklessly 
asserting that the elevatea railroad com- 
panies were attempting to obtain legislative 
exemption from ail taxation, and denounces such 
assertions as wholly without foundation in fact. 
The company, he says, only objects to illegal and 
oppressive taxation, and he styles the taxes im- 
posed by the city upon the eleyated roads as 
** virtual confiscation of their property.’’ For the 
purposes of taxation the property of the elevated 
roads, it is claimed, is taxed at its full cost, while 
real estate in this city is assessed for taxation at 
Jess than 60 per cent. of its actual cost or value. 
Mr, Gould invites his Honor to compare the cost of 
his own real estate in this City with the assessed 
valuation of the same. Complaint is made that 
the elevated railroads have not only been expected 
to’ bear an unjust proportion of the burdens of local 
taxation, but they have also had to bear an exces- 
sive proportion of the State tax, in consequence of 
the assessed valuation of the railroad property at 
its full cost and the valuation of City real estate at 
60 per cent. of its cost. For thelr own protection, 
Mr. Gould says, the railroad comapedies have been 
driven into opposition, and ‘this opposition will 
continue uptil all reai estate in the City is assessed 
at its full value, or the assessment of the real 
estate of the railroad companies is reduced to the 
same percentage of value as all other real estate in 
the City,” 

Mr. Gould says he is willing to submit to a tax on 
the gross receipts of the companies, or he will meet 
the Mayor at any time, and in behalf of the sev- 
eral companies, “settle their taxes on the basis 
of assessment adopted as to the property, real and 
personal, of other corporations in the City.”’ 
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A MURDER IN PLAINFIELD, 


A tinware peddler, who is thought to have 
been not over 20 years of age, was murdered at 
Plainfield some time during Thursday night. His 
body was found by some farm hands on their way 


to work in a thicket near the residence of a gentle- 
man named Maier, on Leland-ayenue. There was 
a terrible gash in the left side of the neck that 
nearly severed his head from his body, and seemed 
to have been made witharazor. A basket of tin- 
ware stood near the body, and there was nothing 
to indicate that its contents had been disturbed. 
The man had been seen with another in Plainfield 
on Thursday night. No trace of his companion 
could be found yesterday. Both were selling tin- 
ware when they passed through the village. It is 
supposed that when night came on the murdered 
oy lay down in the woods to sleep, first stand- 
ng bis basket of tin goods by his side. There were 
no signs of astruggie, and it is supposed that 
while he slept a tramp ora party of tramps cut his 
throat. A tramp with a pack on his back had been 
seen in the neighborhood an hour or so before the 
body of the dead man was discovered. The body 
was still warm when it was found, and suspicion 
was at once directed to that fellow. A search was 
made for him, and he was overtaken in Nether- 
wood, the railroad station next beyond Plainfield, 
and arrested. He gave the name of August 
Schlachley, and denies that he had seen the ped- 
dler, much less murdered him. Further investiga- 
tion snowed that the tramp arrested on suspicion 
was entirely innocent. Two itinerant. chair- 
bottomers, Russian Jews, were discovered, who 
have made a statement to the Police that they met 
the murdered man in Plainfield Thursday in com- 
pany with a chair-bottomer, whom they describe. 
The tinware peddler’s companion told them that 
hs was trying to get money with which 
to zo back to Russia. A letter found 
on the body of the murdered man atates 
that $22 had been sent to him from home, 
The County Physician impaneled a jury yesterday 
afternoon, and, after viewing the body, they ad- 
journed until Thursday. Nothing was found on 
the body in addition to the letter mentioned above 
except a scrap of paper with an address, which has 
been deciphered as “Frederick Wurz, No. 333 
North Central-avenue. between Alager and Chase 
streets, Baltimore.” From the letter found, the 
murdered man’s name appears to be David Kirsch,

WORK OF THE GRAND JURY.

Yesterday the ante-room was filled with witnesses 
who complained of being taken away from their 
business at at inconvenience, several days in 
succession. any of them were Police officers, 
who, having been on duty the previous night, had 
been overcome by fatigue, and slept soundly on 
the benches.
